Moving the 
message 


It’s one of the most 
zealously guarded trade 
secrets in the world of 
personal hygiene: how many 
shaves are you supposed to 
get from a disposable razor? 
“There’s not a figure we give 
out,” says a Gillette 
spokesperson, adding that, 
depending on the thickness of 
one’s beard and other 
variables, a person may find a 
blade less effective after 
anywhere from one to 15 
uses. 

But an item in the 
December 19 Boston Herald 
Business section seems to 
contain a tip-off. In discussing 
Gillette’s effort to get 
disposable-razor users to 
switch to its premium 
SensorExcel line, the company 
offered figures, saying that 
SensorExcel costs a shaver 
$30 a year, versus $15 for 
ordinary disposables. 

A quick call to CVS showed that 
a 10-pack of SensorExcel 
cartridges is selling for $7.97 — 
roughly 80 cents per blade. At $30 
| ayear, that works out to a blade 
| change about every 10 days.

DEPT. OF REVERSALS 


Animal cruelty 


For three years, Boston- 
based Gillette has been the 
target of an aggressive protest 
campaign by PETA, People for 
the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals. So when Gillette 
announced last month that it 
had not used animal testing for 
more than a year, PETA voiced 
doubts. Gillette said that it had 
stopped testing on rabbits and 
other animals — with the 
exception of an unknown 
number of rodents used for 
confidential “prescription-drug 
research.” (The FDA requires 
animal testing for prescription 
drugs, which is ostensibly 
beyond PETA’s sphere of 
influence.) 

Trouble was, as PETA 
pointed out, Gillette doesn’t 


manufacture prescription drugs. 


But now PETA has called an 
end to its boycott — even 
though Gillette has not made 
any new promises. 

PETA's about-face, says the 
group’s Gillette-campaign 
coordinator, Davey Shepherd, 
comes after assurances that 
Gillette was not using the 
prescription-drug-research 
caveat as a cover for animal 
testing on its anti-dandruff 
shampoos and Oral B line of 
dental products, a promise the 
company has made in the past. 

“It’s easy to be suspicious, 
and I think you have to accept 
that, at the end of the day, 
nothing is 100 percent— 
guaranteed provable,” says 
Shepherd. Gillette’s current 


performance, he adds, is 
“acceptable within the cruelty- 
free shopping guidelines.” 

At the same time, PETA 
continues to urge consumers 
not to buy Gillette products 
until the company signs a 
permanent agreement not to 
test on animals. To date, the 
company has expressed no 
interest in such an agreement. 

Which leaves two 
questions. Is Gillette truly 
intent on cutting out its 
animal testing? Or is PETA 
— which has devoted 
considerable resources to its 
anti-Gillette efforts — merely 
looking for a more conspic- 
uous target for its next high- 
profile campaign?

If other people feel good about them, 
they can handle that, too. 

“We give them our pager numbers. Then 
you can choose whether to call them back. 
It takes the pressure off you,” says her 
friend Nancy Pincov, 19. Nancy’s shirt is a 
chic, filmy thing, but, despite the 
overwhelming trend among her peers, she 
has kept her midriff hidden. “Me and my 


control-top,” she says amiably. 

Outside this bathroom are the seven 
nightclubs that make up Oxygen, and 
outside that is Route 99, in Saugus, which

But if the real news is happening upstairs, 
the news analysis is happening here, in the 
ladies’ room, under the watchful eye of an 
attendant named Trudy, a middle-aged 
black woman who distributes hair fixatives 
and tiny candy bars as needed. 

It’s the kind of ladies’ room where not 
only are you allowed to smoke, but Trudy is 
apt to offer you a breath mint afterward. The 
décor is 1940s starlet: rows of light bulbs on 
the mirrors and improbable French 
provincial—style chairs; marble veining on the 
countertop. It is, in short, a loving 
atmosphere, if, occasionally, a competitive 
one. In this club, as in clubs all over Boston, 
the ladies’ room brings out extremes in self- 
examination and resourcefulness. Sweat is 
wrested under control; women pull full-size 
cans of hair spray out of their pant-legs. 

Ladies’-room business is philosophical as 
well as cosmetic. The male psyche is 
probed. Men — it turns out — lie about

The ‘civility’ debate misses the point. Don’t fret about Beavis and Butt-head. 
Worry about the breakdown of our civic institutions.

C IVILITY IS AN elitist plot. That was the thesis of a 






recent cover story in the Nation, an essay that is a fit- 

ting symbol of what is wrong with the orthodox left. 
According to this mindset, anyone who’s concerned about 
certain social ills — multigenerational welfare dependency, 
the breakdown of family and community ties, a popular 
culture that celebrates violence and sexual excess — auto- 
matically qualifies as a fellow traveler of the Reverend Pat 
Robertson. 

In “Seduced by Civility,” Benjamin DeMott argues that 
the increasingly visible movement to restore civility to polit- 
ical and social discourse is nothing but a conspiracy to keep 
the downtrodden in place. “The ‘new incivility’ needs to be 
recognized . . . for what it is: a flat-out, justified rejection 
of leader-class claims to respect, a demand that leader-class 
types start looking hard at themselves,” DeMott writes. 

The principal villain DeMott identifies in his pedantic 
screed is a curious one: Robert Putnam, a Harvard profes- 
sor whose influential 1995 article “Bowling Alone,” pub- 
lished in the Journal of Democracy, documented the dimin- 
ishing number of people who join community and religious 
organizations and the corresponding decline in public trust. 
(See “Indecent Television,” page 12.) DeMott dismisses 
Putnam’s conclusion — that civic participation has fallen 
largely because of television — without even attempting to 
address it, so ludicrous does he find it. “Volunteering is de- =

clining and civic trust is withering, Putnam explains, be- 
cause Everyman and Everywoman are bemused by the 
tube,” DeMott sneers. 
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Yet Putnam is right: participation in civic 
life is declining. As just one example, consid- 
er politics. A generation ago a campaign for 
Congress, for the Senate, even for president 
relied to a large extent on the energies of cit- 
izens, mainly volunteers, who'd call potential 
supporters, knock on doors, and stuff en- 
velopes. Such exertions have nearly disap- 
peared. Today’s campaigns are conducted 
almost entirely via the media, through care- 
fully test-marketed 30-second TV spots that 
are long on promises and entirely devoid of 
contact with actual people. Meanwhile, 
alienated voters, assaulted in their homes by 
these disembodied images, turn out at the 
polls in ever-decreasing numbers. And polit- 
ical parties — the most basic units of voter 
participation — have withered to the point 
where they serve merely as labeling devices 
for those with the ambition to offer them- 
selves as candidates. No wonder that a plu- 
rality of those Americans who've bothered to 
remain registered to vote now designate 
themselves as independents rather than as 
Republicans or Democrats. 

The rise of incivility has been decried 
from the right by virtuecrat Bill Bennett, 
from the center by Bill Clinton, and from 
the left by a few brave souls such as 
Michael Lerner, the editor of Tikkun and 
the godfather of the “politics of meaning,” 
who’s regularly lampooned by his fellow 
liberals for his New Age musings on mat- 
ters of the spirit. But what is incivility? Is it 
the spread of manners straight out of Beav- 
is and Butt-head? Or is it, as Putnam sug- 
gests, the pervasive deterioration of the no- 
tion that society is a common enterprise in 
which we're all engaged? 

No doubt there’s a general sense of un- 
ease with the increasing coarseness of soci- 
ety, a coarseness that takes in everything 
from Roberto Alomar’s spitting on an um- 
pire to a Rush Limbaugh imitator’s singing 
“Foster the Dead Man” on Imus in the 
Morning. A recent example of efforts to 
overcome this kind of incivility was the 
gathering of 40 new members of Congress 
at Harvard’s Kennedy School of Govern- 
ment earlier this month, where, it was 
hoped, members who established ties of 
friendship would be able to work in a more 
congenial, bipartisan spirit. Nice, perhaps, 
but the fate of civilization does not hang in 
the balance. 

Rather, the real issue is a kind of institu- 
tional breakdown that is the cause of a 
much more destructive brand of incivility. 
Outgoing Secretary of La- 
bor Robert Reich and oth- 
ers have talked about the 
change in corporate think- 
ing from a generation ago, 
when it was widely under- 
stood that a company had 


Today,

stead, two-thirds blamed political cam- 
paigns, popular music, and prime-time 
television for the rise of incivility. Signifi- 
cantly, only about one-third said that the 
people in these institutions, such as politi- 
cians and journalists, are uncivil. 

It’s pretty clear, then, that average Amer- 
icans get it. Certainly they get it better than 
the insufferable Bill Bennett, who's latched 
onto the civility debate as a way of advanc- 
ing his own self-promotional career. In a 
remarkably obsequious appearance last 
February on the Pat Robertson—hosted 
Newswatch (“My argument with these 
folks,” Bennett oozed to Robertson, “is 
they believe they have to go downward in 
order to get ratings, but I think your show 
proves that’s not the case”), Bennett said 
that “we need efforts to restore civil society 
to our families, our churches, our schools. 
That means those institutions need more 
room; federal government has to move out 
of the action and get those institutions in.” 
So there you have it: just abolish the De- 
partment of Education and the return of ci- 
vility will follow. Bennett followed that up 
with a recent op-ed in the New York Times 
in which he disingenuously praised Wal- 
Mart for refusing to stock CDs with objec- 
tionable lyrics. As the New Republic put it, 
“While Wal-Mart righteously refuses to sell 
music that glorifies guns, it is perfectly hap- 
py to sell guns.” 

But before progressives self-righteously 
criticize Bennett and Wal-Mart for their at- 
tacks on artistic freedom, they should con- 
sider what that freedom all too often is 
about: a concerted effort by our largest, 
most monopolistic corporations — media 
companies — to shock and titillate in order 
to boost their profits. In fact, one of the 
most disturbing aspects of the debate over 
civility is that many on the left, in the name 
of free speech, end up championing the 
worst kind of corporate irresponsibility. 

Occasionally voices on the left speak out 
against corporate pop culture. 

As far back as 1992, folk singer Michelle 
Shocked and writer Bart Bull wrote a com- 
mentary in Billboard denouncing gangsta 
rap as an updated version of old-time min- 
strel shows, a tool used by white-owned 
corporations to separate largely white audi- 
ences from their money. “The chicken- 
thieving, razor-toting ‘coon’ of the 1890s is 
the drug-dealing, Uzi-toting ‘nigga’ of to- 
day,” they wrote, predicting that the result 
would be a rise “in all manner of acts of 
racism.” 

More recently, leftist 
media critic Mark Crispin 
Miller, of Johns Hopkins 
University, has denounced

Interestingly, ordinary people seem to 
have a better grasp of the distinction be- 
tween incivility-as-bad-manners and incivil- 
ity-as-social-pathology than do the self-ap- 
pointed watchdogs of civility. Earlier this 
year U.S. News & World, Report-published a 
cover story on “The American Uncivil “ 
Wars,” whose focus was more on the de- 
cline of etiquette than on broad social 
trends. (The subtitle: HOW CRUDE, RUDE 
AND OBNOXIOUS BEHAVIOR HAS REPLACED 
GOOD MANNERS AND WHY THAT HURTS OUR 
POLITICS AND CULTURE.) Yet an accompany- 
ing poll revealed that Americans’ real con- 
cern is about institutional incivility: though 
88 percent said that incivility was a serious 
problem, more than two-thirds believed 
that they and other people are civil. In-

quires conservatives to reflect upon the un- 
restrained worship of the market, and liber- 
als to recognize the horrific impact of 
moral relativism on the poor.” 

Curiously, it also could have come 
straight out of the mouth of Bill Clinton, 
the president whom Klein once admired 
and later dismissed contemptuously in his 
novel Primary Colors. Clinton, in his less 
craven moments, defends his rejection of 
ideology by invoking the language of civili- 
ty. In a speech before the centrist Demo- 


cratic Leadership Council on December 
11, Clinton spoke of his vision as “not the 
lukewarm midpoint between overheated 
liberalism and chilly conservatism, but in- 


stead a place where throughout our history, 


people of good will have tried to forge new 
approaches to new challenges.” 

Last week an anonymous donor (Joe 
Klein?) gave $35 million to establish an In- 
stitute for a Civil Society in Newton. The in- 
stitute plans to work with organizations to 
curb gun violence, improve urban neighbor- 
hoods, and assist the disabled. In other 


words, the institute and its president, Pam 
Solo, a human-rights activist who’s a former 
nun, will focus not on manners and etiquette, 
but on the real incivility that underlies much 
of what’s gone wrong with our culture. 
“Rude, abusive speech and action re- 
flects, in one of its dimensions, belief in 
the need for an attitude — some kind of 
protection against sly, sincerity-marketing 
politicos and boss-class crooks,” Benjamin 
DeMott writes in his defense of incivility in 
the Nation. And he approvingly quotes 
Randall Kennedy, who at a recent seminar 


on civility at Yale argued that, in the 19th 
century, abolitionists were often accused of 
incivility. “If you’re in an argument with a 
thug,” Kennedy says, “there are things 
much more important than civility.” Well, 
sure. But one needn't abandon civility to 
speak truth to power, or to take moral 
stands that some might label extreme. 

Such actions do not denigrate civility; they 
define it. @

Indecent television

OW DO YOU rate the vast wasteland? 
That's the question being debated from Holly- 
wood to Washington as the television industry pre- 
pares to rate its programming in anticipation of the V- 
chip, which will let parents block out shows they don’t 
want their kids to see. 

On one side are the Hollywood entertainment moguls, 
who propose ratings similar to those used for motion pic- 
tures: TV-G, TV-PG, and so forth. The critics, led by 
Representative Edward Markey (D-Malden), insist that to 
be useful, the ratings must specifically warn of sex (S), vi- 
olence (V), and foul language (L). With that information, 
they say, parents can judge for themselves what is appro- 
priate for whom. 

The more detailed system, though unlikely to win out, 
is probably the better choice. But the narrow focus of the 
television-ratings debate obscures the deeper truth: 
Americans watch a tragic amount of television. 

For millions of Americans, especially children, the 
world inside that glowing box is almost more real than re- 
ality itself. If it weren’t, there would be no need for the 
panic over how to label and filter its content. It’s hardly a 
revelation that people watch television in gross quantities; 
most studies show that the average American views be- 
tween three and four hours a day, and the average child 
watches 28 hours a week. Indeed, the fact that we have 
been reduced to this argument over the merits of different 
ratings systems underscores how utterly resigned we are 
to the TV’s influence. 

The amount of sex and, especially, violence that kids 
are exposed to on television has been shown to have con- 
sequences worth worrying about. But, given what appears 
to be an erosion of values and civility in our society in 
general, it is television’s prominence in our daily lives that 
we should be debating. Rather than splitting hairs over a 
ratings system that people may or may not use, our public 
officials and opinion leaders should be giving voice to a 
more radical idea: turn off your televisions. 

In his now famous 1995 essay from the Journal of 
Democracy, “Bowling Alone: America’s Declining Social 
Capital,” the social scientist and Harvard professor Robert 
Putnam documented the breakdown of the social bonds — 
exemplified by bowling leagues — that have traditionally 
held American communities together. Writing last year in 
the American Prospect, Putnam points a finger at television. 
Calling TV “the only leisure activity that seems to inhibit 
participation outside the home,” Putnam argues that televi- 
sion is sucking up the free time available for socializing or 
group activities, such as the PTA or town meetings. What's 
more, he argues, TV “may well increase pessimism about 
human nature” and erode “social {rust.” 

A recent American Medical Association study listed 
these effects of excessive TV watching: “obesity, de- 
creased physical activity and fitness, increased cholesterol 
levels and sodium intake; . . . insomnia; photic seizures; 
impaired school performance; . . . decreased attention 
span; decreased family communication; desensitization; 
excess consumer focus.” None of those symptoms is re- 
lated to the content of shows; they are the results of sim- 
ply watching too much TV. 

This is not to say that the government should begin 
rounding up TV sets. But I can’t help thinking that the 
seemingly high-minded system is just another form of de- 
nial — another way of making people comfortable with 
their video addictions. 

I say this as someone who's been thinking about this 
problem a lot recently. Like during during halftime of 
Tuesday night's Knicks-Pistons game on TNT, for in- 
stance. Or when I wasn't watching the news, Monday 
Night Football, Friends, MTV’s Sex in the 90s, a 1984 
Lakers-Celtics playoff game replayed on the Classic 


Sports Network, Fox’s When Animals Aitack II, or part 
of an infomercial for an appliance touted for its ability to 
make turkey jerky. 

And I've been coming to the conclusion that, yes, I’m 
watching too much, I try to absolve myself by balancing 
my diet with CNN and C-SPAN. But that rationale col- 
lapses when I consider the total superiority of newspapers 
and magazines to even those networks. Then there’s the 
harsh fact that I’ve seen virtually every episode of all five 
seasons of MTV’s The Real World — many of them more 
than once. (It seemed worth it at the time. Who would 
have wanted to miss seeing Judd tell Puck via speaker- 


now, in which he coined the phrase “vast wasteland” to 
describe television, was a compelling warning. But the 
impact of his words has faded over time, and now his idea 
is in need of a revival. The entertainment industry may be 
too mighty for the president, or even leading members of 
Congress, to take on. But what about the Surgeon Gener- 
al? (Think of the success of the public-health campaigns 
against smoking and drunk driving.) Or how about a re- 
spected former public official, free to say most anything 
— Bill Bradley, Colin Powell, or even Jimmy Carter? 

Unfortunately, even if the right person made the right 
appeal, it might not change our lives much. It’s easy to 
scorn a nation of couch potatoes and inattentive parents, 
and it is true that TV addiction is often simply a matter of © 
laziness. But the TV problem directs us to far more dis- 
turbing and intractable forces. Even Markey, sponsor of 
the V-chip and probably the leading politician in the ef- 
fort to tame the television, has conceded defeat. 

“The V-chip represents an acceptance . . . of the perva- 
sive nature of television in everyday American life,” 
Markey told me. There are 18 million single mothers in 
America and eight million “latchkey kids” who return 
from school to an empty house, Markey says; for them, 
television is a babysitter, “and that’s not anything that’s 
going to change.” 


ED MARKEY has argued for TV ratings. But there is a better solution.

On the other hand, my bookshelf swells with unread ti- 
tles.

“There's no point” trying to talk people out of watch- 
ing television, says Dr. George Gerbner, a former profes-

It replaces going out to the saloon ev- 
ery night.” The only way to get many people to tune out, 
he says is “to give them more attractive choices. For the TV 
addict, there’s nothing like TV going on at any time of the 
day or night that is as interesting or compelling.” 

One speech won't do much for latchkey kids. Nor for 
those Americans who have few leisure-time options be- 
cause they are undereducated or live in depressed areas.

PUNDITS SHMUNDITS. WE’D have asked assorted 
McLaughlin Group types to share their predictions for 
1997, but, gee, since Jimmy Fallows went to work on 
them, those folks just don’t seem quite so credible any 
more (all those vested interests and cozy arrangements 
and speaking fees and such).

Raymond’s show-biz predictions sneak up on him, between political 
forecasts, as he shuffles his cards. Occasionally, he gets one that wor- 
ries even him: “Oh, I’m getting something very strange,” he says, 
laughing. “The ghost of Dinah Shore will appear at next year’s Dinah 
Shore Golf Classic. It sounds like the National Enquirer, doesn’t it?” 


INSIDE CHRISTOPHER Wal- 
lace’s House of Uncommon, on 
Salem’s Pickering Wharf, the air is 
thick with incense. The small store 
stocks all manner of occult accou- 
terments — tarot cards, ceremoni- 
al capes, candles, pentacles — as 
well as novelties, magic tricks, and 
lacy underwear.

é on the South Shore for six years, 
in 1990 Wallace had “a life-chang- 
ing experience and a Spiritual 
awakening.” Now, he is one of 
Salem’s 3000 witches. He feels like he’s on a mission to help other 
people, which he does by practicing “shamanism, ceremonial mag- 
ic, Buddhism, Taoist alchemy, ancient Judaism, and mysticism.” 
And the tarot. 

Before he shuffles the cards, Wallace recites a two-minute incanta- 
tion over them that is hard to make out: “Mother, father, priest, 
priestess ... ,” he begins, but the rest is unintelligible. At the end, he 
emits a long, low hum which suddenly gets very high, like a kettle 
boiling. 

“I myself have not watched a news program in three months,” Wal- 
lace begins. “I don’t follow specifics —- only the trends. And to tell you 
the gods’-and-goddesses’-honest truth, I only vote when there’s an is- 
sue for me to vote for.” Hence his December prediction of Clinton’s 
November victory. 

Wallace is more at ease with the big picture. In 1997, the Age of 
Aquarius, he says, will continue to dawn: folks will leave traditional re- 
ligions and embrace New Age beliefs. That's bad news for Catholics, 
but it gets worse: the pope, Wallace says, will fall ill (again) next year, 
probably toward summer. 

Indeed, for Wallace, +1997 in general promises to be as black as the 
nail polish on his right pinkie. “I see some problems in stocks,” he 
says. “If I had money, [ would not invest in stocks.” There’s also going 
to be another war in the Middle East, says Wallace — “something re- 
ally, really serious” involving the major powers, as with the Gulf War. 
“That’s manifesting big time,” he warns. 

Just as Wallace is moving on to “Russ [sic] Limbaugh and the silent 
majority,” eight baseball-capped college kids enter the store. 

“You know what?”, Wallace says, gathering up his cards. “Let’s just 
leave it there. I take things very ominous sometimes.”

SYLVIA, A PSYCHIC and psychol- 
ogist, is a round, dark-haired, Costa 
Rican woman of some 30 years.

THE SUPREME COURT is a strange 
institution: incredibly powerful, yet little 
understood and often ignored. This next 
year, though, promises to be one of those 
times when it gets plenty of attention. Al- 
ready, in fact, the Court has agreed to 
render decisions on a number of political- 
ly supercharged issues — pornography 
and the Internet, the right to die, preven- 
tive detention for sexual predators, and 
others. Indeed, 1997 will likely be remem- 
bered as the year the Supreme Court 
jumped knowingly into the culture wars. 
The stakes are high. What follows is a 
rundown of the most important issues. 





INTERNET “INDECENCY.” In re- 
sponse to the uproar over the “indecent” 
material that is now readily available elec- 
tronically, Congress passed the so-called 
Communications Decency Act of 1996, 
which President Clinton happily signed. 
Because the Supreme Court has made it 
clear that Congress cannot totally ban 
speech among adults just because it 
deals with sex (unless the content fits 
the legal definition of hard-core ob- 
scenity or child pornography), the 
statute claims not to be an outright 
ban. Instead, it provides criminal 
penalties for anyone depositing “inde- 
cent” material on a computer network 
“in a manner available to a person un- 
der 18 years of age.” 

What civil libertarians hope will be 
proved, and what a federal court in 
Philadelphia has already concluded, 
is that there is simply no way for a 
sender of electronic data to avoid 
having his communication fall into 
the hands of precocious children, 
who are at least as adept with their 
computers as their elders are. As a 
practical matter, such a ban, accord- 
ing to the Philadelphia court, would 
reduce the entire US adult popula- 
tion to the sophistication level of a 
child — thus violating every adult’s 
First Amendment right to free 
speech. It’s a cultural conservative’s 
dream, but a free citizen’s nightmare. 

This will likely to be the single most im- 
portant free-speech case in a generation or 
more. The legislation is threatening in more 
than one way. It’s not just that any particu- 
lar kind of speech, or any person’s speech, 
could be subject to governmental censor-

ship, but that an entire communications 
technology — one that is likely to super- 
sede all other media as the major communi- 
cations form of the 21st century — could 
be subject to significant government con- 
trol. We recently learned that the Serbian 
government sought to suppress a citizen 
uprising by shutting down a radio station. 
The station was used to broadcast news and 
views of government critics, following the 
government’s cancellation of local elections. 
But demonstrators took to broadcasting on 
the Internet. Shutting down a single radio 
station was easy, but trying to close down 
thousands upon thousands of computers 
linked to millions of other computers 
proved beyond the government’s capabili- 
ties. The radio station was soon allowed 
back on the air. This kind of “people pow- 
er” is precisely what governments fear. 

Within the past decade, the US govern- 
ment and big business have lost their 
monopoly on computing power, and the ad- 
vent of the Internet has allowed citizens to 
communicate among themselves and with 
millions of fellow citizens around the world, 
cheaply, quickly, and without the mediation 
of the publishing and broadcasting empires. 
More seriously, the proliferation of comput- 
erized telecommunications is making it diffi- 
cult for government to control what is 
broadcast to mass audiences.’ 

Observers are betting that the Supreme 
Court will agree with the lower court and 
strike down the statute. But, while likely, 
this is far from a sure thing. The Supreme 
Court long ago allowed Congress to censor 
radio and television in order to protect the 
sensibilities of young children (the think-

ing: bad words and bad thoughts lead to 
bad deeds). Regulation was allowed be- 
cause the government’s “compelling need” 
to protect children could be accomplished 
by the “relatively narrow” expedient of al- 
lowing broadcast of indecency only during 
the “safe-harbor” period late at night. As a 
result, you cannot hear much of Allen 





Ginsberg’s poetry read over the radio — 
except occasionally during the period from 
midnight to 6 p.m. 

Still, such a safe-harbor compromise can- 
not be applied to the Internet, since there is 
no way of controlling when a child might 
gain access. A message or picture sent out at 
midnight could be retrieved in the morning 
or afternoon. (There are software programs, 
such as NetNanny, SurfWatch, and Cyber 
Patrol, that parents can use to make it very 
difficult for their kids to access sexually ex- 
plicit or violent Web sites.) The question, for 
purposes of constitutional analysis, is 
whether the Internet is more like radio and 
TV (hence subject to fairly heavy regulation 
to protect kids) or more like newspapers 
(subject to very little). As civil libertarians 
argued successfully to the court in Philadel- 
phia, the Internet is not like radio and televi- 
sion and cannot be subjected to the same 
censorship constraints. 

If the Court rules in favor of the Com- 
munications Decency Act, not only will the 
Internet fail to fulfill its destiny as a revolu- 
tionary and democratizing communications 
medium, but the government will take over 
in loco parentis. We will soon see whether 
the Supreme Court agrees that raising chil- 
dren is the business of parents, not the 
government. 





CONFINING DANGEROUS “sexual 
predators.” The national frenzy to protect 
kids from the evils of sex abuse has now 
produced a Kansas statute that allows the 
state to incarcerate sex offenders even after 
they have served their full prison sentence. 
But from a civil-liberties perspective, this 
statute is far worse than it first appears. 
The Kansas Sexually Violent Predator Act 
of 1994 covers anyone found “beyond a 
reasonable doubt” /) to suffer from a 
“mental abnormality” that leads to sexually 
violent offenses and 2) to be likely to repeat 
such offenses. The real problem is that the 
law also applies to persons who have only 
been charged with a sexually violent of- 
fense; these people may then be incarcerat- 
ed for life if they are found to be psycho- 
logically unfit to stand trial. We already 
have civil-commitment laws, ruled consti- 
tutional years ago, which state that certifi- 
ably mentally ill people who are deter- 
mined to be a threat to themselves 
and others may be confined until no 
longer dangerous. The Kansas statute 
takes this one step further, permitting 
incarceration of those whom “ex- 
perts” and a court predict are likely to 
be sexually dangerous because of a 
mental abnormality (even if the ab- 
normality is not a recognized psychi- 
atric diagnosis). This caused the 
Kansas Supreme Court to declare the 
law unconstitutional. 

What civil libertarians fear is that 
this will lead to incarceration of any- 
one thought to be potentially danger- 
ous — that is, incarceration for com- 
mitting what George Orwell called 
“thought-crime” rather than for doing 
something illegal. It is chilling logic: 
we lock up citizens who seem danger- 
ous and whom we predict will do bad 
things. Perhaps even more frightening 
is the response to all of this by the 
state of Kansas in its brief filed with 
the high court. The statute does not 
provide punishment, the brief argues, and 
it is not even a criminal statute; it is aimed 
at protecting society while “treating” the 
“abnormal” individual. If lifetime incarcer- 
ation does not constitute punishment, then 
we are truly entering an age where a new 
vocabulary — Orwell called it “Newspeak” 
— has triumphed. 





ENGLISH-ONLY LAWS. A citizens’ 
group, Arizonans for Official English, per- 
suaded 50.5 percent of their fellow citizens 
to adopt, by a 1988 voter initiative, a law 
that prohibits state and local civil servants 
from transacting official business in any 
language other than English. A civil servant 
who happened to know Spanish succeeded 
in getting the law declared unconstitutional 
by the US Court of Appeals on the grounds 
that it interfered with her First Amendment 
right to communicate with Spanish-speak- 
ing Arizonans with whom she came into 
contact during the course of her official 
duties. The employee claimed that the law 
also interfered with the free access to infor- 
mation by Spanish-speaking citizens. Ari- 
zona, for its part, claimed that the law was 
a fair exercise of the state’s legitimate inter- 
est in, among other things, promoting uni- 
ty through a common language. 

It is a subtle case — and an important 
one. Some 20 states have already designat- 
ed English as the official language. Such 
laws have become a political football be- 
tween those who view excessive immigra- 
tion as a threat to the cohesiveness of our 
country, an impediment to the integration 
of foreign-born citizens into our society, 
and those who view such culture hawks as 
smitten by an unbecoming xenophobia in 
what is, after all, a nation of immigrants. 

(This is a free-speech case. It does not 
involve the question of whether, for exam- 
ple, official government forms should be 
printed in more than one language a 
somewhat troublesome practice.) 

However, there is a good possibility that 
the question of the constitutionality of 
such laws will not in fact be decided in 
this case, since the state of Arizona re- 
fused to appeal when the law was thrown 
out by a lower court, and the appeal to the 
Supreme Court was pursued by the citi- 
zens’ group that sponsored the initiative. 
Also, the civil servant at the center of the 
case has resigned from her job, raising the 
possibility that the specific case between 
her and Arizona might be “moot” — that 
is, no longer an active controversy requir- 
ing a court decision....... 








PHYSICIAN-ASSISTED suicide. The 
“right to life” has become a fixture of the 
culture wars. While there are many people 
who are truly devoted to life and oppose 
abortion as part of this philosophy, there 
are many others who, as Barney Frank has 
sagely observed, believe that life begins at 
conception but ends at birth. 

The case of Vacco v. Quill promises to be 
interesting. The US Court of Appeals in 
Manhattan declared unconstitutional a New 
York statute that provides criminal penalties 
for any act that “aids another person to 
commit suicide.” This law includes within its 
ambit a physician who assists a patient in 
killing himself painlessly, even when the pa- 
tient is mentally competent to make the de- 
cision to end his life rather than continue 
suffering with no hope of a cure. . 











Many of those in the anti-abortion move- 
ment also oppose assisted suicide, and the 
case has divided the life-at-all-costs crowd 
from the leave-government-out-of-our-inti- 
mate-decisions folk. Yet, all politically in- 
spired hysteria aside, the case does raise 
profound philosophical and legal questions 
about where personal autonomy ends and 
state authority begins. It also brings up eth- 
ical issues for the medical profession, con- 
cerning, for example, the line between 
merely passive refusal to administer ex- 
traordinary artificial life support and more 
active engagement in voluntary euthanasia.

the White House, as it would be an uncon- 
stitutional intrusion into the chief execu- 
tive’s duties (one resists the temptation to 
say “affairs”) by the judicial branch of gov- 
ernment. The Court of Appeals reversed 
the district court’s decision, however, in- 
sisting that Jones has a fundamental 
right of access to the courts, and that 
the case could readily be managed by 
the trial judge so as to interfere as lit- 
tle as possible with presidential du- 
ties. Clinton managed to get the 
Supreme Court to agree to hear this 
dispute, just in time to avoid re- 
sponding to the allegations, under 
oath, prior to the 1996 presidential 
election. Having accomplished that 
much, he now seeks to keep the lid 
on until he’s safely out of the White 
House. 

This tawdry little case raises a seri- 
ous question: whether, or to what ex- 
tent, high government officials should 
be immune from the same rule of law 
that governs the rest of us. It’s true, 
of course, that Clinton is very busy 
these days, handling domestic and 
foreign affairs (there we go again), 
not to mention trying to dodge vari- 
ous independent counsels. 

However, Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall did state, in an 1807 case in- 
volving the prosecution of Aaron 
Burr, that “the President of the Unit- 
ed States may be subpoenaed, and 
examined as a witness” in a court of 
law. Presidents have, from time to 
time, been involved in litigation, ei- 
ther as parties or as witnesses, while 
in the White House. President Clin- 
ton himself has testified (by video- 
taped deposition taken at the White 
House) at two Whitewater-related 
trials of former partners or colleagues from 
Arkansas. (He raised no objection in these 
cases, presumably because his testimony 
was needed to aid his friends.) Presidents 
Theodore Roosevelt, Harry Truman, and 
John Kennedy were sued during their 
tenure for acts committed prior to becom- 
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ing president, and Richard Nixon got fa- 
mously entangled in judicial proceedings 
that ended with his resignation from office. 
Ronald Reagan, too, testified in trials of his 
former subordinates, via deposition.

be made, though. Clearly, Clinton is not the 
only busy person in the country who finds 
him- or herself annoyed by lawsuits, some 
legitimate and others false or frivolous. 
(Since Paula Jones admits that Clinton did 
not threaten her with dismissal from her 
job if she did not comply, and since Clinton 
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did not use force, there is an argument that 
Clinton’s conduct, although reprehensible 
on a personal and moral level, should not 
be seen as actionable “sexual harassment,” 
and should not take up the time of an al- 
ready overloaded judicial system.) One an- 
swer is to insist that everyone be equal- 
ly subject to the threat of litigation; 
that way, courts and legislatures and 
presidents will become more aware of 
the excesses and abuses of the legal 
system, where citizens are encouraged 
to sue for every slight real or imagined. 

Since it’s true that, in a free society, 
the goal should be to limit the aspects 
of life subject to the whims of govern- 
ment and the courts, it does not help 
the rest of us to fashion special rules 
that protect sitting presidents (or, for 
that matter, legislators and judges) 
from a litigation system out of control. 

w 

So, dear reader, sit back and relax, 
and let’s see how the wise men and 
women on the Supreme Court handle 
these hot potatoes. From this observer's 
perspective, it would be nice if the 
Court recognized that there must be a 
line marking the end of government 
control and the beginning of individual 
liberty. The Court would do well to rec- 
ognize that citizens should indeed have 
the right to communicate with one an- 
other without the government declaring 
certain subjects off-limits; that they 
should be allowed to speak to one an- 
other in the language of their choosing; 
that they should be punished for bad 
acts, not bad thoughts; that they should 
be allowed to enlist their physicians to 
end unbearable terminal suffering; and 
that those who make and enforce the 
laws should be subject to those same 
laws, so that our leaders might have more of 
an incentive to pass legislation that is wise 
and fair to everyone. ee

Anthony Clark 


For the past season, television 
watchers have gotten to know 
comedian Anthony Clark as 
Boyd Pritchett, a small-town 
Virginia boy learning to live in 
the big¢city. That's the role he 
plays in the NBC sitcom Boston 
Common. But it’s not far from a 
role the comedian has played in 
real life. A native of Virginia, 
Clark came to Boston more than 
a decade ago to attend Emerson 
College. He went on to launch 
his stand-up career working area 


_ clubs, and, despite the fact that 


he now spends most of the year 
in LA, he still maintains a resi- 
dence in the South End. After 
spending Christmas with his 
family in Virginia, he'll be back 
in these parts this week to per- 
form four nights of stand-up, 
including a New Year's Eve 
show, at the Comedy 
Connection at Faneuil Hall. 

Although the parallels 
between the fictional Boyd and 
the real Clark are obvious, the 
comedian is quick to distinguish 
himself from his TV persona. “I 
think I’m a lot different. Boyd is 
very naive, very innocent, not so 
jaded. I'm a little more urban 
aware.” 

In fact, Clark has found a 
perfect niche for himself as the 
small-town Southern boy at 
home in a big Northern city. 
His down-on-the farm accent 
and innocent charm conceal an 
often dark, twisted, cynical, 
and, well, Bostonian sense of 
humor. And that element of sur- 
prise continues to be one of 
Clark’s major assets. 

“I think people hear my 
accent, and they expect Green 
Acres,” he admits. “That's fine, 
but that’s been done, and | 
don’t want to do that. | definite- 
ly feel an obligation to show 
Southerners in a good light,” he 
says, adding that he’s not a fan 
of “sleeping with your sister” 
jokes.

A huge Boston sports fan and 
a friend of Patriot Drew 
Bledsoe, Clark admits that “I 
can’t think of a better way to 
spend three hours then by sit- 
ting out in Fenway Park for an 
afternoon.”

“I hate New Year’s,” Clark 
says. “It’s like when the rookies 
drink — people that never drink 
during the year get all drunk. So 
I figure | might as well spend the 
night working. | also think that 
in America we’re made to feel 
like we have to go out and spend 
tons of money on New Year's 
Eve. A lot of New Year’s is just 
exploiting the public. Clubs have 
huge cover charges.”

The Fleshtones 


It’s been more than 15 years since guitarist Keith Streng and 
tambourine-bashing singer Peter Zaremba got together in 
New York City and started churning out their nostalgic brand 
of rock-and-roll party music. When they weren't covering 
one of their favorites, like Lee Dorsey’s spunky “Ride Your 
Pony,” they were penning tunes that paid tribute to the 
psychedelic-punk and garage-blooze of the '60s, like the vin- 
tage reverb-laden, Yardbirdsian “The World Has Changes” 
from 1981's Roman Gods (IRS). The band’s been through a 
number of line-up changes and record labels over the years, 
but they haven't lost their love for a certain kind of classic 
rock. In fact, they only recently got around to a project 
they’d been meaning to complete for several years: a self- 
released, home-recorded CD titled Fleshtones Favorites. No, 
it’s not a greatest-hits disc, and it’s not available in stores. 
It’s a limited-edition collection of cover tunes that the band 
will be bringing with them to T.T. the Bear’s Place in Central 
Square next Friday, January 3. 

“To tell you the truth, I’m more excited about Fleshtones 
Favorites at this point than about putting out a record with a 
real label,” admits Streng, over the phone from Maine, where 
he’s spending the holidays. “There are songs on this disc that 
we've been playing for years, but that we never got around to 
recording, like ‘Dick Tracy,’ ‘Rainbow in My Heart,’ by Gene 
Chandler, and ‘If and When,’ which is an old Chris Stamey 
single that he did when he was in the dB’s and had always 
told us was written with the Fleshtones in mind. We did the 
whole album on a four-track, but it’s not as raw sounding as 
you might think. To me, it actually sounds a lot like an early 
Kinks or early Rolling Stones album.” 

The Fleshtones last CD, the Steve Albini-produced 
Laboratory of Sound, came out just over a year ago on the 
Ichiban label. It found the band, who had spent most of the 
"80s as a five-piece with a full-time sax player, stripping 
down to a guitar-driven foursome, with longtime drummer 
Bill Milheiser and bassist Ken Fox rounding out the line-up. 
Live, they were rawer, and more raucous, than ever, with 
Streng generating a storm of fuzztone powerchords and 
vibrato-tweaked leads. And, Streng says, if anything, the 
band have only loosened up more over the past year. 

“Lately we've been trying to do songs that we've almost 
forgotten how to play. If somebody calls out a request for 
one of our old tunes, we'll usually give a shot. We're definite- 
ly not concerned with being overly rehearsed.” 

Streng confirms that the band are currently negotiating 
with Ichiban to do another CD in °97. “I have six or seven 
new songs ready to go,” he says, “and so does Peter. So 
we're hoping to be in the studio in March and have a new 
record ready by the summer.” 

The band are also working on licensing Fleshtones Favorites 
overseas, though here in the States they're just planning on 
selling it at shows. “We’re really just having much more fun 
doing this ourselves then going through a record company.”

Eruptions and other disasters hit the screen 


BY PETER KEOUGH Dueling volcanoes, long-delayed sequels, a 
continuing plague of directorial debuts by actors, new efforts by some 
bright up-and-coming directors, and attempts at comebacks by past 


great directors who have lost 
their shine are among the treats 
being offered by Hollywood in 
1997. Here’s a glimpse at what’s 
hitting the big screen in the next 
few months. 


JANUARY 

¢ Albino Alligator. After win- 
ning an Oscar for his creepy per- 
formance in The Usual Suspects, 
Kevin Spacey probably deserves a 
shot behind the camera. But his 
Albino Alligator (with Faye 
Dunaway) sounds like standard 
neo-Tarantino, with Matt Dillon 
and gang holding the denizens of 
the title dive hostage after the 
inevitable botched heist. 

¢ Blood and Wine. Bob Rafel- 
son tries to return to form, reach- 
ing for that same magic he had 
with Jack Nicholson in Five Easy 
Pieces. This time, Jack’s a down- 
on-his-luck wine merchant who 
works a jewelry heist with Michael 
Caine while trying to get in the 
sack with his stepson Stephen 
Dorff’s girlfriend, Jennifer Lopez. 
Sounds a little busy, but, with the 
great Judy Davis as Nicholson’s 
wife, it might go down easy. 








* Citizen Ruth. At last, now 
that John Salvi is gone, we can 
look at the lighter side of the 
abortion debate. Laura Dern is 
the citizen of the title in this satir- 
ic comedy; a ne’er-do-well four- 
time unwed mother whose fifth 
pregnancy becomes a rallying 
point for both pro-lifers and pro- 
choicers. Director Alexander 
Payne will try to make this funny. 

¢ Fierce Creatures. It took 
eight years to make the sequel to 
A Fish Called Wanda, and the 
delays and doubts surrounding its 
release suggest it might have been 
too soon. John Cleese, Jamie Lee 
Curtis, Kevin Kline, and Michael 
Palin return from the original 
cast, and among the newcomers 
are a wallaby, a tarantula, and a 
gorilla. Set in a zoo, the plot 
makes no sense. Could be fun. 

* Hamlet. Kenneth Branagh 
may be pushing the Bardwagon a 
bit too hard with this full-length, 
four-hour adaptation of the play 
that’s had people scratching their 
heads for four centuries. Can’t 
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fault his casting, though: himself 
as the Prince, Julie Christie as 
Gertrude, Kate Winslet as 
Ophelia, and a surprisingly poised 
Pauly Shore in an unbilled turn as 
Fortinbras, Prince of Norway. 

* The People vs. Larry Flynt. 
The publisher of Hustler maga- 
zine has paid for his sins through 
years of. litigation to protect his 
First Amendment rights and a 
sentence in a wheelchair after a 
failed assassination attempt. 
Milos Forman attempts to do him 
justice with this biopic, casting 
Woody Harrelson in the title role. 
Courtney Love has been getting 
Oscar buzz for her performance 
as Flynt’s junkie wife, Althea. 

¢ Portrait of a Lady. Jane 
Campion strives to expand her 
range beyond The Piano with her 
adaptation of Henry James’s great 
novel (move over, Jane Austen). 
Nicole Kidman and John Malkovich 
help out, but what’s the cinematic 
equivalent of a semi-colon?

Future schlock 


Waters predicts the mainstream course 


BY ALICIA POTTER A mutt squats with hind legs shaking and tail 
arched, pleading with that embarrassed look dogs get when they’re 
straining to take a dump. Behind the pooch sits a 300-pound drag 


queen, a Maybelline masterpiece 
of arched brows, ‘powder-blue 
eyelids, and exaggerated 
Cupid’s-bow lips. As the dog ner- 
vously goes about its business, 
the transvestite scoops up a warm 
canine nugget, pops it into his 
mouth, and smiles what can only 
be called a shit-eating grin. 

With this scene, the final atroc- 
ity in the 1972 cult classic Pink 
Flamingos, writer/director John 
Waters shot up from filmmak- 
ing’s kinky netherworld to 
become the undisputed sultan of 
shock. Of course, the movie’s 
sloppy toe-sucking, ménagerie a 
trois (there’s a chicken involved), 
and singing anus didn’t hurt his 
reputation either. But on the eve 
of Pink Flamingos’ 25th anniver- 
sary, Waters appears to have 
struck peace with the Coke-and- 
Cadillac mainstream he once 
gleefully eviscerated. A pundit of 
pop culture, he has written three 
books, recorded an upcoming 
Simpsons episode, and taken his 
stand-up shtick on the road to 
the masses. His press clippings 
quote him putting down drugs 
and pushing libraries; his most 








recent film, 1994’s Serial Mom, 
played with barely a ripple of 
controversy. No  coprophagy 
here, folks. Has the mustachio’d 
deviant matured into benignly 
wacky Uncle John? 

Waters, managing to look 
impeccable in a beige terry-cloth 
jacket that could easily double as 
a bathmat, points out that the cul- 
tural climate has changed radical- 
ly since he began making movies 
in the late 1960s. Let’s face it — 
the ’90s could be a John Waters 
movie. Lip-glossed RuPaul preens 
on VH1; families squabble over 
whether they should rent To Wong 
Foo, Thanks for Everything, Julie 
Newmar or The Birdcage; and the 
six o’clock news and Hard Copy 
have become smarmy kissing 
cousins. Perhaps Waters has not 
so much risen (or is it stooped?) 
to mainstream America’s level; 
perhaps mainstream America has 
openly admitted he’s onto some- 
thing — deviance is entertaining. 

If video killed the radio star, 
then porno killed the kinky cross- 
dresser. “As soon as there was 
nothing left you couldn’t show,” 
Waters says with a sly smile and 





quick gesture to his crotch, “there 
was no point in trying [to 
shock].” Declaring the Golden 
Age of Trash dead with the ’70s, 
he adds that his objectives as a 
filmmaker changed with the pass- 
ing of camp’s heyday. “Being 
angry at 20 is sexy, being-angry at 
50 is pathetic. I’m not trying to do 
‘edge’ anymore. I have never tried 
to top the ending to Pink 
Flamingos. 'm not looking to 
shock. I want to make people 
laugh.” 

What makes Waters laugh — 
and cry — these days is the cur- 
rent state of pop culture. Just 
because he’s ventured near the 
mainstream doesn’t mean he has 
to like it — from Seinfeld (“I saw 
it only once and was totally mys- 
tified by it. I felt like a Martian.”) 
to O.J. (“I hated him when he just 
ran through airports and didn’t 
kill anyone”) and the Internet (“I 
can’t type and jerk off at the same 
time”). Waters accuses twen- 
tysomethings of lacking imagina- 
tion in defining ’90s pop culture. 
“Sorry, but a ’70s revival just isn’t 
enough,” he scoffs, encouraging 
slouching alterna-teens to kick up

triumph, turning The Bridges of 
Madison County into a watchable 
movie?

Clint directs and stars in 
this adaptation of the David 
Baldacci best-seller, playing a 
criminal who witnesses the murder 
of the First Lady and is pursued by 
a nefarious president played by 
Gene Hackman. Hillary might 
want to take a look at this One.

And that, he 
believes, is where the future lies. 
“Diaper-pail fraternities” in 
which men eroticize themselves as 
babies and “sploshing,” a fetish in 
which participants get off by 
dumping food in a loved one’s 
lap, bring a perverse glint to 
Waters’s eye. No surprise that the 
filmmaker savors Showgirls (“It’s 
dirty, stupid, expensive and fun, 
all the things a movie should be”) 
and trails the tabloid exploits of 
voluptuary Anna Nicole Smith. 
“But I don’t particularly want to

Home is... 


New exhibits redefine our living spaces 
BY CHRISTOPHER MILLIS At the end of the movie The Wizard of 


Oz, Dorothy sits up in bed and says with a rattling earnestness, 
“There’s no place like home.” It has taken me almost 40 years to. apply 


Charles Simic’s observation that 
it’s the ambition of every honest 
cliché to make its way into a great 
poem to that final scene. I had 
always understood Judy 
Garland’s twice-spoken dictum 
to mean there’s no place better, 
but of course that’s not what she 
said. As it turns out, there’s also 
no place like Mount Everest or an 
electric chair. Meaning that what 
appears absolute becomes with 
scrutiny far more slippery than 
anyone wants. Who notices the 
dark music, the expression on the 
girl’s face, the shape of the sky in 
the window behind her? Who 
wants not to believe in home? 

Well, artists, apparently. If any 
single theme unites the remark- 
able, unsettling, and varied work 
to be seen around Boston in the 
first quarter of the new year, it is 
the concept of home. 

Perhaps the most quietly con- 
frontational of the painters deal- 
ing with domesticity as well as 
other aspects of residential angst 
is Stephen Coyle, whose recent 
works go on display at the Chase 
Gallery from February 5 through 
March 3. His “D and 7th Street” 
treats a humble edifice in Coyle’s 
native South Boston. The stark 








white side of a small windowless 
building suggests Edward Hopper 
without Hopper’s alien-abduction 
eeriness; its power lies instead in 
its haunting sincerity. 

Beginning on March 5 
(through March 31), the Chase 
showcases new works by Marilyn 
Rusekas and Peter Plamondon. 
Rusekas gets past her front door 
to do pastel landscapes that look 
both feathery and hallucinogenic. 
Plamondon appears to move 
exclusively. between his kitchen 
and his tool shed. He paints 
stacks of white dishes and bowls, 
or terra cotta pots, which he 
makes arresting and important by 
delivering to them the energy of a 
committed agoraphobic. 

Among the portrait photogra- 
phers in the forthcoming group 
show at the Howard Yezerski 
Gallery (January 4 to February 
1), the notion of the family 
album takes on a new and men- 
acing look. John O'Reilly, for 
one, creates photo collages 
which he sets in small frames last 
seen on a grandmother’s mantel. 
He superimposes images of his 





own face and body parts onto 
famous snapshots and other 
works of art which are then 
crowded into misshapen rooms 
of disarming complexity. You 
can’t help looking. In the same 
show, John Coplans manages to 
photograph a body, one fears his 
own, with frightening directness 
and originality. 

An actual home of sorts is re- 
created in the Museum of Fine

pairing. Marcus Stern, who has 
helmed several otherworldly ART 
outings, directs Thomas Derrah 
in the title role of Georg 
Bichner’s seminal 1836 work 
depicting love and murder in an 
irrational, burned-out world; the 
ART promises a production “at 
once tragic, goofy, sexy, and 
heartbreaking.”

Art’s show of 16th- and 17th-cen- 
tury Chinese furniture, on display 
until May. Home furnishings of the 
Ming Dynasty have been assem- 
bled in an exquisite, second-floor 
apartment. The very grace and 
harmony of the dwelling is a 
reminder of how removed we are 
from any permanent sense of 
place. Also, the MFA’s “This Is the 
Modern World,” on display until 
June, shows mostly European, with 
some US and Japanese, designs of 
home fixtures which one is grateful 
not to live with though amused to 
behold, like the copper mesh arm 
chair named after a Duke Ellington 
number or the Milanese teapots 
sure to scald a guest. 

Coming to the MFA is a show 
of the woodcuts and engravings 
of Albrecht Diirer and his con- 
temporaries (February 15 
through September 7).

U2, Bowie, and Depeche Mode ahead 
BY BRETT MILANO The album is called Pop, but the single is 


called “Discotheque.” Is U2 sending out mixed musical signals? For 
the second season in a row the big news is the prospect of a new U2 


album, but this time it’s for real, 
and the new disc is set for release 
by Island on March 4. 

The finished album is appar- 
ently quite different from the one 
U2 would have put out if they'd 
met last month’s release date. 
Their original goal was to make a 
guitar-heavy “rock and _ roll” 
album, and it appears that was 
still the plan until recently. But 
U2’s collective interest in dance 
music apparently took over late in 
the sessions, as they-and produc- 
er Flood began remixing and 
retooling the material they'd been 
working on. “Trip-hop” is now 
the word that Bono and the Edge 
have used to describe the album 
while mentioning their admira- 
tion for the Chemical Brothers, 
Tricky, and Oasis. 

The “Discotheque” single is due 
to hit the radio on January 8. 
Meanwhile, two brief samples 
from the album (both lifted from a 
Europe-only Island promo video) 
started to circulate on the Internet 
last month. Although they were 
reportedly taken off line after the 
band’s management complained, 
it took me only 20 minutes of Net 





surfing to find them on a 
Norwegian fan’s page. The 20 sec- 
onds’ worth of “Discotheque” | 
downloaded sounds more hard 
funk than disco, with the Edge 
playing a chunky dance riff that 
harks back to Chic’s heyday as 
Bono does an eerie overdub of 
falsetto vocals a la “The Fly.” The 
other track, “Wake Up Dead 
Man,” is more traditional U2 and 
a grabber even in lo-fi computer- 
ized form. The sample is a soaring 
chorus hook that’s answered by a 
simple-but-perfect 12-string gui- 
tar part. Both clips suggest more of 
a guitar-band format than advance 
word has indicated. 

Another veteran about to release 
new music is David Bowie, whose 
Earthling (Virgin) will appear on 
February 11. Bowie’s material has 
also previewed over the Internet, 
though in his case it was autho- 
rized. The single “Telling Lies” hit 
the Net in September and three 
different mixes have been released 
since then, though the song is still 
unavailable as a single or CD. The 


song promises a more convention- 
al dance-rock sound than the 
adventurous but badly received 
Outside. 

Singer David Gahan’s well- 
reported misadventures have kept 
Depeche Mode out of the studio 
for a time, and those misadven- 
tures are reported to be the topic 
of the group’s forthcoming single 
from Sire, “Barrel of a Gun.” Yes, 
the title is a heroin metaphor. The 
next Mode album is said to sport 
a harder technoid sound than 
usual, though they’ve put down 
the guitars and returned to an all- 
synth format. 

A handful of long-standing 
alterna-rock heroes are due to 
show up in new configurations 
next year. Having disbanded 
American Music Club, frontman 
Mark Eitzel has hooked up with 
R.E.M.’s Peter Buck for his sec- 
ond solo effort, which is now 
being recorded for Warner Bros. 
The two have written most of the 
material together. | Mascis’s next 
album, Year of Mondays (Re- 
prise; due March 25), will mark

Ellen Fein and _ Sherrie 
Schneider’s ubiquitous The 
Rules, it’s pretty clear that most 
Americans really don’t know the 
first thing about how to screw 
up a relationship. But Maggie 
Estep, a Lower East Side loud- 
mouth who’s spent the past four 
or five years rising to promi- 
nence in New York’s hip spo- 
ken-word scene with a rap that 
mixes comedy, social criticism, 
and an intense in-your-face 
delivery, is something of an 
expert on that particular sub- 
ject. The battle of the dysfunc- 
tional sexes has long been a 
focus of her pseudo-autobio- 
graphical monologues. And now 
it’s the inspiration for her first 
novel — Diary of an Emo- 
tional Idiot (Harmony Books) 
— which should add a little 
spice to reading lists when it hits 
the stores in March. 

With a scathingly cynical sense 
of humor that recalls Mark 
Leyner’s literate rants, and a 
deep appreciation for the absur-

dities of human behavior a la 
Will Self, Estep chronicles one 
afternoon in the paranoid mind 
of a young ex-junkie who is 
obsessed with her ex-lovers. Her 
name is Zoe, and her talents 
include writing porn novels, 
working as a receptionist at an 
S&M dungeon, and eavesdrop- 
ping on her neighbors in a run- 
down Lower East Side apart- 
ment building. Drawing on the 
confrontational style of her spo- 
ken-word routines, Estep builds 
Zoe from a fragmented collect- 
ing of humorous, sometimes dis- 
gusting anecdotes (a bowel- 
wrenching experience with dried 
apricots comes to mind) and 
clever spoofs like the “Idiots 
Anonymous” group founded by 
Zoe and her equally messed-up 
friends. As for The Rules, well, 
let's just say that Zoe breaks 
every single one of them with 
decisive conviction and generally 


a one-man show on Broadway in January, and 


appalling, yet entertaining 
results. 

In early 1996, David Foster 
Wallace impressed, annoyed, 


and, more than anything, chal- 
lenged readers with Infinite Jest, a 
sprawling 1088-page epic work 
of fiction, replete with almost 400 
footnotes, labyrinth upon 
labyrinth of subplots, and a cast 
of characters large enough to rival 


Garcia Marquez’s /00 Years of 


Solitude. Set in a not-so-distant, 
fantastic future of international 
conspiracies, filled with delirious 
wordplay and long, winding sen- 
tences, it marked Wallace as the 
possible heir to the legacy of 
Thomas Pynchon’s’ Gravity's 
Rainbow. 

The next eagerly anticipated 
work from Wallace should be a lot 
easier handle. A Supposedly Fun 
Thing I'll Never Do Again 
(Little, Brown) is a collection of

David Helfgott’s true story is movie magic 


BY PETER KEOUGH What is it about playing the piano that makes 


people wacky? Glenn Gould’s eccentricities are well documented, but 
little-known Australian piano prodigy David Helfgott makes Gould 


seem as bland and harmless as 
Liberace. A seething embodiment 
of the cliché about the fine line 
between genius and insanity, 
Helfgott also is an exhilarating 
confirmation of the clichés about 
the redeeming power of love. It’s 
perfect material for a very bad 
movie, full of sentimentality and 
platitudes, and the most amazing 
thing about Scott Hicks’s Shine, 
his tormented and _ glorious 
account of Helfgott’s life, is that 
it avoids all of those false notes. 
Like a great work of music, it 
confronts the extremes of joy and 
pain, of serenity and insanity, 
with simultaneous passion and 
detached clarity. 

None of this would be possible 
without the performance of 
Geoffrey Rush as the adult 
Helfgott. We first meet him as a 
gibbering wraith racing through a 
rainy night. He halts at the lit 
window of a closed wine bar, 
whose occupants, wary but 
bemused, let him in. He greets 
them in mid-sentence, rambling a 
fragmented, incoherent stream of 
consciousness as he continually 
apologizes for his bizarre private

jokes and obsessive repetitions. 
It’s like a flawed recording of an 
inspired piece of music, but the 
vision and coherence underlying 
it shine forth when Helfgott sits at 
the piano and amazes his hosts by 
rattling off a masterful rendition 
of “Flight of.the Bumblebee.” 
The source of the madness and 
talent is soon evident. A flashback 
is made to David’s father Peter, 
played by Armin Mueller-Stahl 
with infuriating, zealous convic- 
tion. The film could be re-titled 32 
Short Films About an Asshole, with

Peter the bete noir recurring in 
David's life to thwart and torture 
him with his love, possessiveness, 
rage, and envy. He’s the Termi- 
nator of bad dads, a Holocaust sur- 
vivor who inflicts his guilt and frus- 
tration on his four children. Denied 
the opportunity to study the violin 
by his father, his family laid waste 
during the war, Peter batters his 
young son David (Alex Rafalowicz) 
into studying the piano, setting as 
his goal Rachmaninoff’s formida- 
ble Third Piano Concerto. 
Although he sadistically pushes 
David to achieve excellence, his 
perverse rejection of him when he 
approaches it makes Peter one of 
the nastiest fathers in filmdom; 
that Mueller-Stahl manages 
nonetheless to make him pitiable 
and charming is a great if annoy- 
ing accomplishment.

Some Mother's Son's gentle politics 
BY PETER KEOUGH Irish politics are a family affair. That, at any 


rate, is the impression you get from Terry George and Jim Sheridan’s 
films on the subject. They’ve followed up their wrenching, passionate, 


and remarkably even-handed 
Oscar-nominated In the Name of 
the Father (1993) with the 
wrenching, passionate, if some- 
what more manipulative Some 
Mother’s Son. Also based on true 
events, this film recounts the 
1981 hunger strike conducted by 
IRA prisoners (led by Bobby 
Sands in Northern Ireland). But 
while Some Mother’s Son may 
not be black-and-white, it’s 
decidedly not black-and-tan. 
Although the film captures the 
chaos and compromise of the 
realpolitik world of clashing ideals, 
interests, and ambitions, it’s no 
accident that Sands and his fol- 
lowers in their beards and blankets 
evoke Christ and the apostles. And 
the televised visage of Margaret 
Thatcher condemning terrorists 
and defending her policies brings 
to mind Pilate, if not the devil him- 
self. Such matters of good and evil 
aside, however, when Some 
Mother’s Son keeps its politics in 
the family it brings justice and 
clarity to its murky and tragic sub- 
ject, its intense drama shedding 
more light on the ordeal of Irish 
history than the vacant sweep of

the recent Michael Collins does. 
To a large extent, the filmmak- 
ers can thank Helen Mirren for 
that. As the fictional Kathleen 
Quigley (representing, perhaps, 
the real-life hunger-strike mother 
Catherine Quinn), a_ school- 
teacher in Belfast who does her 





best to avoid her country’s sectar- 
ian troubles and focuses instead 
on her family, Mirren conveys 
with her beautiful, haggard face 
the extraordinary beauty of the 
commonplace, the healing pain of 
an insignificant person discover- 
ing that she is, indeed, capable of 
significant acts. 

That process begins when her 
son Gerard (Aidan Gillen) has 
caught the Feinian fever from his 
pal Frank Higgins (David 
O’Hara), an IRA leader. Both are 
captured after a_ nighttime 
ambush of a British unit in retali- 
ation for a British crackdown. It’s 
a small masterpiece of initiation, 
like the opening riot scene in In 
the Name of the Father as the 
exhilaration of momentary victory 
gives way to ignominious defeat. 

Ignorant of her son’s involve- 
ment, Kathleen first learns of the 
incident at the parochial school at 
which she teaches when she 
reluctantly comes to the defense 
of Theresa (Grainne Delany), 
Frank Higgins’s sister. Distraught 
by her brother’s fate, Theresa 
angrily condemns the British and 
is taken to task by the Loyalist

College of Music in London. 

His father’s response is pre- 
dictable. He beats his son brutally 
in front of the rest of the family 
(one of the most jarring scenes in 
a film that contains many), throws 
him out of the house, and burns 
his own scrapbook of clippings of 
his son’s accomplishments. De- 
prived of this overwhelming pater- 
nal superego, David submerges 
altogether into the id of his obses- 
sion with music. Guided by the 
former piano great Cecil Parkes 
(John Gielgud in another dotty 
cameo), he tackles the “Rach 
Three” as they refer to it (had 
Sylvester Stallone made _ the 
movie, it might have been called 
Rachy). In a scene of excruciating 
claustrophobia and unhinging 
ecstasy, David finally performs the 
piece and loses his mind. 

Hicks relates the 15 years of 
failed therapy (the first step, after 
the shock treatments, is to ban 
him from playing) between that 
moment and the fateful trip to the 
wine bar with equal amounts of 
pathos and black comedy. Scenes 
open and close like trapdoors, 
dropping you into the void of lost

time and dignity, as when an aide 
in one of his institutions recog- 
nizes in her benighted patient the 
great artist whose concerts she 
once attended. The aptly named 
Rush’s logorrhea — his malady 
seems a complete regression to 
childhood’s impulsiveness and 
lack of inhibition (probably to 
compensate for his savage repres- 
sion by his father) — adds a con- 
stant refrain of light-hearted 
absurdity, and Hicks has a sharp 
eye for sight gags, many of them 
involving Helfgott neglecting to 
wear trousers. 

One of those moments proves 
the key to Helfgott’s redemption. 
Wearing only a shirt and bouncing 
on a trampoline to the strains of 
Beethoven's Ode to Joy, he meets 
Gillian (a sturdy and vivacious 
Lynn Redgrave), an astrologer. 
She’s duly impressed, and after 
consulting their charts, marries 
him and turns his life around. 
Sounds a bit pat, even if true, but 
Shine makes it seem anything but 
that. Like the concerto that almost 
undoes Helfgott, Shine’s radiance 
is the fruit of labor, pain, genius, 
and unflinching integrity. 5 





tures the beauty of the commonplace and the seemingly insignificant. 


Mother Superior (Doreen 
Keogh). Escorting the girl home, 
Kathleen has a brusque encounter 
with her mother, Annie (the 
superb Irish actress Fionnula 
Flanagan), a staunch IRA sup- 
porter whose other son was killed 
by British troops. 

Kathleen learns the bad news, 
and what follows is the politicizing 
of the human tragedy .and the 
humanizing of the _ political 
tragedy. When the prisoners refuse 
to wear prison-issue clothes until 
they are recognized by officials as 
prisoners of war, and the protests 
degenerate into feces-smeared 
walls and, finally, -starvation 
strikes, Kathleen joins Annie in the 
Sinn Fein—organized demonstra- 
tions. When they are opposed by 
the soulless, ruthless bureaucrats 
of the system — they are offered 
the tragic choice of either betray- 
ing their promise to their sons or 
letting them die — and are abused 
by drunken Unionists, the picture 
seems in danger of becoming a 
diatribe. (“It’s all right,” says Annie 
when she is doused by louts in a 
passing car. “It’s only piss.”) 


But Mother’s Son (it is, after all, 
the same team that brought us 
that masterpiece of compassion 
and integrity, My Left Foot) has 
too big a heart to stick to such a 
polemical agenda. Like Kathleen 
herself, it is at best a tentative 
convert to the cause. In one wry 
and eloquent sequence, Kathleen 
takes Annie to the seaside to give 
her her first driving lesson. She’s 
not a fast learner, and the rising 
tide soon bogs them down in the 
surf. A patrol of British soldiers 
appears over the rise. Until then 
figures of dread and hatred, they 
now are rescuers, and good- 
humoredly band together to haul 
the car out of the sea. 

A metaphor for a Northern 
Ireland unable to extricate itself 
from its own mess and requiring 
assistance from its former mas- 
ters? Most likely it is a simple 
statement of the inadequacy of 
categorization and the need to 
recognize common humanity. 
Begrudgingly, Annie acknowl- 
edges, “I don’t hate all of them.” 
Some Mother’s Son, in the end, is

De Sica’s magical Finzi-Continis returns 
BY STEVE VINEBERG Released in 1971, The Garden of the Finzi- 


Continis was Vittorio de Sica’s great comeback film — the first work 
he’d done in two decades that was comparable to his indelible neo- 


realist collaborations with the 
screenwriter Cesare Zavattini. Yet 
it was different, both in style and 
in subject matter, from anything 
he’d tried before: a period film, an 
elegy for the Italian-Jewish aris- 
tocracy Mussolini and Hitler 
wiped out in the early 40s. Shot 
by Ennio Guarnieri, it has a misty, 
sun-touched splendor unique 
among his films (the neo-realist 
dramas and his wonderful socialist 
fantasy Miracle in Milan are in 
black and white). But for many 
years the film lost its visual rich- 
ness, which is one of its defining 
factors: prints deteriorated badly, 
and the videotape (irritatingly 
dubbed in English) didn’t do the 
movie justice. The new print of 
The Garden of the Finzi-Continis 
truly restores the experience the 
film offered 25 years ago. 

The movie itself is a restoration, 
a memoir (the source is Giorgio 
Bassani’s semi-autobiographical 
novel); its subject is an era long 
dead. The Finzi-Continis are the 
center of society for the Jews of 
Ferrara, Italy, in the late ’30s. 
They’re all anyone in this commu- 
nity talks about, besides the

increasingly stringent racial laws 
that, one by one, blot out their 
rights and privileges. The Finzi- 
Contini estate, walled in from the 
countryside like a fairy-tale castle, 
becomes the gathering place for 
Ferrara’s young disenfranchised 
Jews, friends of the cool, magnifi- 
cent Micol (the exquisite 
Dominique Sanda) and her invalid 
brother Alberto (Helmut Berger). 
If you’re not at one of their gather- 
ings, you’re frantic to find out 
what happened, and everyone else 
wants to know why you weren’t 
there. When the Jews are ousted 
from the local tennis club, Micol

hosts tournaments on her family’s 
court. When Giorgio (Lino 
Capolicchio, in the film’s delicate-

A year for documentary and comedy 


I’ve been indifferent to action pictures for years, bored stupid by explo- 
sions and special effects. In 1996, I got numbed to tidy, well-mounted 


costume dramas. Please, no’ more Jane Austen 


and Shakespeare and Conrad and 
Hardy, at least on screen. But I 
also grew drowsy from mildly 
pleasant, formally unambitious 
American indies made for no 
deeper reason than a big-bucks 
distribution deal at Sundance. 

Films I disliked that practically 
everyone else applauded: Big 
Night, Ridicule, Shine, Antonia’s

nating creatures; nothing about 
them seems remotely convention- 
al. When Micol, whom he falls in 
love with (and is rejected by), 
returns home from a trip to 
Venice, and Alberto calls him over 
to see them on the night of the 
first Passover seder, even 
Alberto’s yarmulke has a magical 
air to it: it’s white and gold, and it 
shimmers. Giorgio’s father 
(superbly played by Romolo Valli) 
says the Finzi-Continis scarcely 
seem Jewish. Of course, their spe- 
cial quality doesn’t save them 
from the gas chambers. 

The war comes; Giorgio’s 
friend Malnate (Fabbio Testi), a

heroism in the course of the film.) 

Time moves very fast in this 
film; you long to reach out and 
stop it. Time seems to be as much 
the subject here as the Finzi- 
Continis: there are pearly flash- 
backs to Giorgio’s and Micol’s 
childhood, and de Sica and 
Guarnieri give the movie a far- 
away, enchanted lustrousness.

Imagine Jimmy Carter calling Gerald Ford (or just about anyone, for that mat- 
ter) a “dickhead” and the moronic humor of this bomb about two ex-presi- 
dents should be abundantly clear. The witless buddy romp pairs Jack Lemmon 
as a cranky Republican cheapskate and James Garner. as a denture-flashing 
Democratic letch out to expose a cover-up plot within the current administra- 
tion. In a string of “ain’t-that-America” scenarios, the on-the-run rivals clash 
with the common folk as the film attempts to underscore just how out-of-the- 
touch the executive branch is, The result is a predictable parade of exploited 
stereotypes, from drawling yokels to dykes on bikes. When the ex—Oval Office 
idiots aren’t trading Beavis-and-Butthead—inspired digs or bonding over the 
emptiness of life after 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue, the film stoops to a kick in 
the groin, a car chase, a farting baby, and even cracks about the “The First 
Penis.” Of course, no matter how hard My Fellow Americans tries, there’s no 
competing with the real-life high jinks of that wacky White House. Think Ford 
taking a tumble or Bush puking in Japan. Now that’s funny. At the Copley 
Place, the Chestnut Hill, and the Fresh Pond and in the suburbs.

In 1972, Wes Craven shocked audiences with The Last House on the Left. 
During the 1980s, he commercialized the slasher flick with Freddy Krueger 
and A Nightmare on Elm Street. In his latest, Craven affectionately spoofs the 
genre he helped build by imbedding it with references to horror’s slasher elite 
(Freddy, Jason, and Michael Myers). Kevin Williamson's witty script glee- 
fully portrays every teenager as a horror-movie freak who walks through the 
film reciting the rules of how to survive a horror film — don’t have sex and 
don’t say, “I'll be right back.” There’s even a film by a Wes Carpenter at the 
local video store, and a TV set playing the movie Halloween is employed as 
an instrument of death. 

Self-conscious reflexivity aside, though, the film is strictly by-the-num- 
bers: there’s a homicidal maniac on the loose in suburbia and it’s up to a 
lone, imperiled teen to save the day. Neve Campbell (Party of Five) is con- 
vincing as the tough heroine with a troubled past; Drew Barrymore and Rose 
McGowan (Doom Generation) make for good carving meat as her volup- 
tuous classmates. Courteney Cox (Friends) is a plus as the gritty trash-TV 
reporter, but at the moment of truth Craven gyps the audience, and himself.

An intriguing documentary about caricature artist Al Hirschfeld that never 
quite reaches its potential. Armed with a pen, Hirschfeld is to the stars what 
Herb Ritts is with a camera, but minus the contrived erotica. Over his 90 
years, Hirschfeld has sketched celebs from Buster Keaton to the cast of Rent. 
Most notably his works have graced the covers of the New York Times the- 
ater section, where he has been a contributor for nearly 70 years —— though 
the Times signed him to a contract only two years ago. 

Hirschfeld’s caricatures essentially serve as a history of the modern the- 
ater, but director Susan Dryfoos takes this notion too far, arranging the film 
into neat decade chapters. The artist’s tales of paying four dollars a month 
rent in turn-of-the-century New York City and painting Chaplin in order to 
raise the necessary funds to exit Tahiti are endearing, but Hirschfeld is no 
Robert Crumb, and thus the predictable format ultimately does its subject a 
disservice. Definitely not for the daylight crowd, but well worth a gander for 
art enthusiasts. At the Coolidge Corner.

Angles are big business, and that should make Nora Ephron’s Michael an easy- 
money maker at Christmas.

Grand Gozzi 


The King Stag still rules at the ART 
BY JEFFREY GANTZ At this time of year 


— or any time, really — we all want a little 
magic in our lives. And this holiday season 


the American Repertory 
Theatre is obliging by bringing 
back its production of The King 
Stag — whose author, 18th- 
century Venetian playwright 
Carlo Gozzi, understood that 
the illusion of the theater is a 
pretty good definition of magic. 
The ART presentation has been 
delighting audiences in Boston 
and all over the world since 
1984; it hasn’t improved in any 
way, but it doesn’t have to — 
like Casablanca, or A Christmas 
Carol, it’s pretty near perfect. 
Gozzi's contemporary 
Venetian rival, Carlo Goldoni, 
wrote sit-com farces — prosa- 
ic stories of wily servants and 
dull-witted masters. Gozzi, 
drawing on the stereotypes of 
Italy's commedia dell’arte, 
challenged Goldoni with fairy 
tales about love and faith; of 
the 10 he turned out between 
1761 and 1765, three — The 
Love for Three Oranges 
(Prokofiev), The King Stag 
(Henze), and Turandot 
(Puccini) — have been turned 
into operas (and Wagner's Die 
Feen is based on The Serpent 
Woman). Think of Gozzi as 
Shakespeare to Goldoni’s 
Shaw: he’s the optimist, the 
romantic, set against Goldoni’s 
practical cynic. Indeed, the 
action here takes place on 
Twelfth Night, and the machi- 
nations of Gozzi’s alter ego, 
the magician Durandarte, con- 
jure Shakespeare’s Prospero. 
Like Turandot, The King Stag 


is removed still farther from 
ordinary reality by being set in 
the Oriental realm of 


Serendippo. King Deramo’s 
subjects have implored him to 
take a wife, but he’s turned

tells him none of them truly 
loved him. Now he’s about to 
interview a new group, including 
Clarice (the daughter of evil first 
minister Tartaglia), Smeraldina 
(who's prepared to dump her 
birdcatcher sweetheart, Truf- 
faldino, for a shot at the king), 
and Angela (the daughter of sec- 
ond minister Pantalone; her 
brother, Leandro, is beloved of 
Clarice). Assured by the statue, 
Deramo chooses Angela; 
Tartaglia is furious (he wanted 
Angela for himself) and plots 
Deramo’s downfall with the aid 
of a magic spell that enables one 
to enter, and reanimate, the 
body of a dead creature. He 
becomes Deramo; Deramo 
becomes first a stag and then a 


shriveled old man; and Angela 
has to rely on her heart rather 
than her eyes to identify her true 
love. Faith by itself can’t over- 
come evil, however, so keep 
your eye on that talking green 
parrot, who'll have more to say 
than just “Scratch a Polly” 
before it’s over. 

For the ART version of 
Gozzi’s fable, Andrei Serban 
responded to the Oriental set- 
ting by putting the characters 
in masks and giving them styl- 
ized movements, so that they 
become universal rather than 
individual, mythic rather than 
real. Which is one reason the 
1996 Loeb production looks so 
similar to what was presented 
in 1984, 1990, and 1995. 
There's also some continuity in 
casting: Jeremy Geidt as 
Pantalone, Thomas Derrah as 
Deramo (he also has to play 
Tartaglia-in-Deramo, distin- 
guishing the two without the 
benefit of facial expression). 
Of the newcomers, Karen 
McDonald is a blowzy, conniv- 
ing, and still sympathetic 
Smeraldina. But Monica 
Koskey is almost too three- 
dimensional as Angela; Diane 
D’Aquila, who originated the 
role, gave it less personality, 
and thus more depth. 

Overall the acting is superb, 
but it’s Julie Taymor’s cos- 
tumes, masks, and puppets 
that steal the show. Deramo’s 
magic statue becomes a huge 
three-eyed Buddha; the with- 
ered old man, a life-size mari- 
onette, has a sweetness of 
expression that’s hard to cred- 
it; and the gigantic bear, the 
stags, the fox, the dragon, and 
the larger-than-life parrot are 
beautiful beyond belief. All 
that’s missing from this sump- 
tuous holiday fare is A Gozzi 
Surprise, the 30-minute appe- 
tizer adaptation of The Love 
for Three Oranges that preced- 
ed The King Stag on its first 
appearance. EI} 
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CECILIA BARTOLI: 
VIVE LA FRANCE 


The 30-year-old Italian coloratura 
mezzo-soprano Cecilia Bartoli is best 
known in music by the composer the 
American mezzo-soprano Marilyn 
Horne excelled in: Rossini. Her latest 
album, though, Chants d’Amour 
(London), is neither opera nor Italian 
— but French songs of the 19th and 
20th centuries. If good German lieder 
singing is a rare commodity today, the 
art of the French song is even rarer. 
Even in France there’s a scarcity of 
great interpreters of the national her- 
itage. French music tolerates not a 
soupgon of sloppiness in tone or dic- 
tion, but within that elegance lies a 
range of emotions that includes pas- 
sionate importunity, sly insinuation, 
and a crucial element of self-dramati- 
zation. Now, with this delightful new 
release, we have another outstanding 
interpreter of the French melodie. On 
TV, Bartoli’s vivid facial expressions are 
almost too broad in close-ups. Perhaps 
more so on this album than on any of 
her previous recordings, you can see 
her face in the sound of her voice. 

This album includes a wide range of 
songs by Bizet, Delibes, and Berlioz, 
plus a marvelous Ravel group that 
includes folklike songs in Spanish, 
Italian, Greek, Hebrew, and even 
Yiddish. And a song without any 
words that Bartoli also fills with char- 
acter. She’s lucky in her accompanist, 
the prizewinning pianist and conduc- 
tor Myung-Whun Chung, who is both 
supportive and colorful — as in the 
way he suggests the stream that will 
pull poor Ophelia under its rippling 
surface in Berlioz’s great Shakespeare 
song, “The Death of Ophelia.” 

The novelty on the album is a set of 
three delightful songs composed by 
the 19th-century diva Pauline Viardot, 
who created the role of Delilah in 
Saint-Saéns’s Samson and Delilah. 
The plain sister of the even more 
glamorous opera star Maria Malibran, 
she was for many years the object of 
the Russian novelist and playwright 
Turgenev’s infatuation. 

Bartoli’s French — like all her other 
languages besides Italian — _ is 
translucent if not absolutely idiomatic. 
Occasionally her sincerity slips across 
the border into melodrama. But her 
recorded voice has a lovely warmth 
and impressive flexibility, and in this 
dry stretch for art songs, Bartoli’s 
irresistible vitality is an especially wel- 
come oasis.

At a time when dance-music compila- 
tions seem to be flooding CD racks to 
a degree that harks back to the days 
when K-Tel was king, it’s good to 
know that someone is rising above the 
rest to make our choices a little easier. 
San Francisco’s OM 
Records, an upstart label 
specializing in multimedia 
compilations, is literally 
adding a new dimension 
to urban club culture. 
With five compilations 
under its belt thus far, fea- 
turing everyone from DJ 
Shadow to Nusrat Fateh 
Ali Khan, OM’s mission 
seems straightforward 
enough. Taking the rela- 
tively broad “street jazz” 
culture propagated by 
URB. and Straight No 
Chaser magazines as 
inspiration, OM acts as a 
3-D tour guide to the 
streets and clubs of 
London, New York, San 
Francisco, and beyond. 
Take, for example, its 
two new releases: Soul 
Motion and Mushroom 
Jazz. With both of these 
audio compilations, OM 
shows the new face of the 
urban soul music that lies 
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FRENCH MELODIE: the 30-year-old Italian mezzo-soprano has made 
a charming addition to the canon of this emotionally complex genre. 





below the surface of Billboard’s R&B 
charts. Soul Motion presents a time- 
line of classy soul. Starting off with 
Curtis Mayfield’s bedroom anthem 
“You’re So Good to Me,” it moves 
into the funky soul of Jhelisa, Hueman 
Flavor, and ST&P before sliding back 
to Tower of Power’s shuffling funk 
classic “Soul Vaccination.” 

Mushroom Jazz features all new 
material chosen and mixed by DJ Mark 
Farina. It’s an ultra-smooth mix of 
what would have amounted to the best 
time you never had at your neighbor- 
hood dance club. — and, incidentally, 
it’s one of the best “knockin’ boots” 
collections of the last couple of years. 
Farina’s style is slick and unobtrusive, 
mixing new-jack R&B by dance-floor 
vet Lalomie Washburn, Naked Funk, 
and Paul Johnson, with underground 
rapper J-Live’s “Longevity” thrown in 
for good measure. 

But the CD-player component of 
these is just the beginning. Each audio 
CD includes a separate CD-ROM 
(both PC and Macintosh platforms 
are included). Since each OM release 
retails for the same price as a single 
audio CD, this extra component turns 





a good compilation into one of the 
best music values you'll get this year. 

Soul Motion’s CD-ROM program 
includes a “Rebirth” slideshow, with 
a timeline from Mahalia Jackson to 
the Repercussions; interviews and 
videos from  fJhelisa and_ the 
MoFessionals; and even original 
movie trailers from the blaxploitation 
classics Shaft and Superfly. 
Mushroom Jazz presents an art show 
of club flyers from around the world 
(“Shroom View”), as well as infor- 
mation and interviews about such 
labels as Mo Wax, Boogie Back, and 
Talkin’ Loud. It even has a section 
where you can remix your own music 
tracks (“Mixid Up”). Both CD- 
ROMs also include Internet links, to 
make taking the next exploratory step 
a little easier. 

By producing compilations that are 
interesting to active scenesters as well 
as to neophytes who want to know 
more, OM is making the global village 
of urban club culture a little bit small- 
er — and making it a hell of a lot eas- 
ier to find your way around once 


you’re there.

Elvis Costello strips down in public 


BY BRETT MILANO If you happened to catch the two shows that 
Elvis Costello played in Boston during 1996 — an acoustic show with 
pianist Steve Nieve at the Paradise in April, followed by a full-band 


show with his group. the 
Attractions at Harborlights in 
August — you probably noticed 
at least one major difference: 
Costello enjoyed himself at the 
acoustic show. In contrast, the 
band show was a surprisingly 
bad-tempered affair. Although 
still polite to his audience, as 
always, Costello apparently had a 
lot of frustration to vent — most- 
ly through jam-heavy rearrange- 
ments that bordered on perverse 
— at his band, his back cata- 
logue, and a format he seemed to 
feei he’d outgrown. It was no sur- 
prise when he announced, on 
stage in California a few weeks 
later, that he’d never tour with the 
band again. 

It’s also no surprise that the first 
live album of Costello’s career (not 
counting the 1978 bootleg of his 
first North American tour that was 
later reissued by Rykodisc) comes 
from last spring’s acoustic shows. 
Costello & Nieve — For the First 
Time in America (Warner Bros.) is 








a handsomely packaged, limited- 
edition set of five EPs taken from 
as many tour stops (in Boston, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, Chicago, 
and New York) and originally sold 
as benefit discs in those cities. 
True, the 130-odd minutes of 
music could have been released on 
a more affordable double CD. 
Although it’s packaged as a lavish 
gift box, the new Costello is more 
of an old-fashioned live album, less 
a definitive career summary than a 
snapshot of where the artist was, 
both musically and emotionally, at 
the time. 

Nothing seems to sum Costello 
up better nowadays than the radi- 
cally rearranged version of 
“Temptation” (originally on Get 
Happy!!) that opens the first (Los 
Angeles) disc, as it did most of the 
acoustic shows. Costello teases the 
audience with a bit of personal rev- 
elation, noting that when he wrote 
it, “I was thinking, ‘I'll never lose 
my mind, I'll never become 
trapped by fame.’ Well, that [sec- 


ond] part was true.” Unlike the 
original, which buried the lyric 
behind a hopped-up Booker T. 
groove, this one brings to light 
some lacerating self-criticism: 
“Who's this kid with his mumbo- 
jumbo, living in air-conditioned 
limbo . . . Now that he’s finally try- 
ing to make some sense, he drinks 
in self-defense.” On the original 
“Temptation,” Costello was that 
kid, spewing out the lyrics double- 
time; on this slower and more 
sympathetic version one can hear 
him looking at himself 15 years 
ago and thinking, “Thank God | 
lived through that.” 

There are similar bittersweet 
moments throughout the set. 
Originally on Brutal Youth, “All the 
Rage” was written as a kissoff to 
Costello’s old, angry persona and 
to the fans who kept demanding it, 
but this version (from Chicago) 
suggests some of his own regret 
that those days are gone. From 
Boston comes a “My Funny 
Valentine” that’s more obsessive

and moving than his 1978 stab at 
the song. Throughout these CDs, 
Costello comes across as so 
unguarded, and so emotionally 
generous, that nothing could 
sound more churlish than a com- 
plaint like “It doesn’t rock, man.” 

Which leads me to my one 
complaint about Costello & Nieve: 
it doesn’t rock, man. And save for 
chunks of the out-of-character 
Brutal Youth, hardly anything 
Costello’s done in the past 10 
years really has. Yet he is, first and 
foremost, a great rock-and-roller, 
and the Attractions on a good 
night — even during parts of the 
chaotic shows last summer — 
could go up against anybody. So 
it’s distressing that he seems to 
lose more interest in rock as the 


years go on. That was evi- 


dent on his last two 
albums, the all-covers 
Kojak Variety and All 


This Useless Beauty. On 
that album Costello 
showed a preference for 
theatrical vocals and tin- 
kly cocktail arrangements 
that squeezed the life out 
of more songs than they 
enhanced. 

The best songs from 
Beauty — “It’s Time,” 
“Poor Fractured Atlas,” 
and the deliciously nasty 
“Starting To Come to 
Me” — all benefit from 
the stripped-down and 
more urgently sung treat- 
ments in this box. With 
Costello laying low on 
guitar (and laying it down 
for several numbers), 
acoustic pianist Nieve 
plays more like a respect- 
ful accompanist than the 
flashy soloist he is in the 
Attractions. 

One can also quibble with some 
of the song and arrangement 
choices. Why two versions of 
“The Long Honeymoon,” perhaps 
his most melodramatic song? And 
isn’t it time he gave a rest to his 
habit of quoting from other songs 
during “Alison?” Hearing Costello 
attempt to turn “Watching the 
Detectives” into an art song — 
with far too many pregnant paus- 
es and horror-movie piano flour- 
ishes — I'm only tempted to 
quote back the lyric “Don’t get 
cute.” Along with “Don’t forget 
about what you do best,” that may 
be good advice for Costello to take 
into the next, as-yet uncharted, 
stage of his career. Ss

Rude boys 


New jungle compilations mix it up 
BY NORMAN WEINSTEIN Jungle, that musical style 


born when techno music mutated into a sound embracing 
hip-hop and reggae, has recently undergone startling 


transformations. Go to a jungle event at 
Quest, still the only Boston club sufficient- 
ly open-eared for this music, and you'll 
likely hear Julian Carow (a/k/a DJ] Casper) 
or lan Melven (a/k/a DJ Timestretch) 
working the turntables. The two are 
emblematic of what’s happening to jungle 
music internationally, and by listening to 
them live, or purchasing their expertly 
crafted mix tapes at Quest (Casper’s “The 
Jazzstep,” Timestretch’s “This Style”), 
you hear the same kinds of musical excite- 
ment found on noteworthy new discs from 
labels like ffrr, Sour, and React. 

At jungle’s heart is a love of frenetic, 
almost anarchistically spirited, complex 
rhythm tracks. Jungle was created when a 
number of UK DJs in the late 80s experi- 
mented with fusing Detroit techno rhythms 
(regular as cars rolling off the assembly 
line) with accelerated samples of hip-hop 
percussion tracks. The reggae touches 
were borrowed from dub: thunderous 
drums and bass were high in the mix. They 
created a jagged, convulsively quick style of 
urban music. By the early 90s, LT] Bukem 
and Goldie bypassed the dead end of see- 
ing how many beats per minute humans 
could withstand by introducing melodic 
ambient colors. Bukem’s recent Logical 
Progression (ffrr) and Mixmag Live! 
Volume 3 (DMC) are stunning examples of 
how lush synthesizer sounds can introduce 
a calm center into the midst of music that 
threatens to explode rhythmically in all 
directions. Think of the impact of intro- 
ducing looped samples of Debussy’s piano 
études into the mix of a noisy industrial 
band — and making it cohere. Bukem 
knows how to program a jungle event so 
that this near-schizoid fusion is accom- 
plished, borrowing, as does Julian Carow, 
from mellow jazz. In fact, you can expect to 
hear certain jazz artists sampled by 
junglists working this ambient vein. 
They’re jungle’s musical “glue.” 

The best of the new ambient-flavored 
jungle might be labeled “jazzstep” or “jun- 
gle jazz,” and though jazz purists may find 
nothing of substance here, alert and open- 
eared listeners will hear smart incorpora- 
tion of the fusion styles of Miles Davis and 
Sonny. Sharrock. Sour. has just released 








one of the best jazzstep compilations, 
Shapeshifter, in which junglists like 
B.L.I.M. and Unguided Lights mix jungle 
rhythms with wicked jazz-fusion samples 
to great effect. There’s a lot of Miles- 
sounding trumpet darting in and out of 
these hyperkinetic tracks; it could make 
you wish Miles had lived long enough to 
collaborate with junglists. Piercing, muted 
trumpet phrases offer a steadying island of 
repose in the midst of helter-skelter 
rhythms. Another noteworthy compilation 
is Artcore 2 (Reactor). The Miles-ian trum- 
pet loops give way here to soulful female 
vocals and Weather Report-—like synth 
grooves. T. Power and Doc Scott are the 
acts to notice, the way they meld jazz swing 
and jungle propulsion. 

This emergent mellow jungle is one off- 
shoot. The other, called “darkstep,” exag- 
gerates the harsh thunderous bass and chat- 
tery snare-drum taps omnipresent in jungle, 
plays down melodic hooks in favor of sheer 
rhythmic drama, and samples violent male 
rappers. DJ Timestretch favors this rough 
and tumble sound. Another Sour anthology, 
Nu Skool Flava, offers a taste (T.C. Islam & 
the Alien 3 are a perfect example). And 
Photek’s The Hidden Camera (Astral 
Werks) is the most sophisticated hardstep 
session available, full of percussive bombs 
set against stark bits of menacing bass and 
synth, and sounding like a soundtrack to a 
21st-century remake of Hitchcock’s Psycho. 

Jazzstep and hardstep are the two clearest 
directions jungle music has recently taken, 
but there’s another, more enchanting path 
that perhaps only those outside of jungle cir- 
cles would find. English free-jazz guitarist 
Derek Bailey joined with UK D] Ninj to cre- 
ate Guitar Drums ’n’ Bass (Avant). Although 
Ninj’s drum programming is rather pedes- 
trian, Bailey transcends it by inventing his 
own sense of frenetically asymmetrical 
rhythm playing, picking skittering showers 
of dissonant 16th notes, building riffs only 
to tear them swiftly and gleefully down 
again, teasing at rock, even heavy-metal, 
clichés. This is great fun, maybe also a classy 
mockery of jungle’s conventions (not to 
mention those of jazz guitar!). And anar- 
chistic.

The Darlings take on outlaw country 


BY BRETT MILANO You've gotta feel grateful when you happen to 
wander in on an inglorious gig — say, a band playing second on the 


bill at Club Bohemia the night after Thanksgiving —- and happen to 


find that band playing its heart 
out. Not because it’s a headline 
show, or because there are label 
execs in the house, or because it 
will help their career any, but just 
because it’s what they do. Such 
was the case at that club last 
month, and the band onstage was 
the Darlings, the loose, country- 
ish outfit formed by singer Kelly 
Knapp (also of the Bristols) and 
singer/guitarist Simon _ Ritt 
(ex—Two Saints, Daughters, and 
Unattached). 

Together for four years and 
never too heavily buzzed about, 
the band this night had all it need- 
ed — terrific songs, tight but 
unfussy playing, stand-out vocals 
(Knapp’s voice always had a nat- 
ural, sultry twang), and a great 
obscure cover (Dwight Twilley’s 
“TV”) for the encore. Plus a 
garage-rock ambiance that set 
them apart from the rootsy, 
earnest country bands that tend 
to proliferate in town; their take 
on country took in outlaws like 





Keith Richards, Carlene Carter, 
and Johnny Thunders, along with 
the ever-popular Gram Parsons 
and Patsy Cline influences. 

The Darlings’ upcoming show 
at Johnny D’s on January 2 will 
be a little different for two rea- 
sons: it’s one of their first head- 
line gigs at a roots-oriented 
venue, rather than the rock joints 
they usually play. And it’s their 
last show for at least a few 
months: Knapp and bass player 
Buck Williams’s wife are both 
about to have babies, so the 
band’s going on maternity leave. 
The timing isn’t exactly ideal, 
since the band’s finally beginning 
to catch on; but they swear 
they’ll use the time off to write 
new originals (at the moment 
they’ve got about a dozen, 
though it takes a collector to rec- 
ognize all their covers) and get a 
new studio tape together. 

Friends for years, Ritt and 
Knapp dreamed up the idea of a 
country band over drinks one 


} 








night; they performed as a duo 
for a while before putting togeth- 
er the current line-up (with 
Williams, ex—Figures on a Beach 
guitarist Rik Rolski, and 
ex—Atlantics/Willie Alexander 
drummer Boby Bear). Onstage 
the two leaders make an odd pair: 
he looking the rock outlaw in long 
hair and leather pants, she exud- 
ing a more down-to-earth sweet- 
ness (especially lately with mater- 
nity looming). But it works, and 
the spiritual echoes of the Gram 
Parsons/Emmylou Harris duo 
don’t hurt. 

“Country and folk music isn’t 
an affectation; it’s something that’s 
always been around for us,” Ritt 
says. “What we do is country as 
played by rock musicians. Whether 
you’re talking about the Rolling 
Stones or Aerosmith, people 
always love the outlaws. We all 
grew up in the British Invasion, so 
it’s not like we’re all going out and 
buying Garth Brooks records. 
You’ve heard the cliché that the

blues had a baby and they named it 
rock and roll — well, there had to 
be two parents, right? And I think 
that’s where country music comes 
in.” So far the best definition of his 
band is one that a West Coast 
friend suggested: “y’all-ternative.” 

Knapp has logged in some 15 
years with the Bristols, a band 
whose members remain insepara- 
ble even if they seem to average 
only one gig a year (usually a 
good one, though). The country 
showed up in her voice during 
later Bristols shows, when they 
took a sharp turn from the bubbly 
"60s sound they’d started with. 
“For awhile I was just trying to 
find my way of singing. I started 
getting a more throaty quality to 
my voice, but it just came natu-

rally — really because it was 
tough trying to sing over all the 
loud amps.” 


Ritt’s own history goes back to 
the early ’80s, when he hit town 
from Florida and scored a gig 
playing with his all-time hero, the 
late Johnny Thunders. His then- 
band the Daughters became 
Thunders’s back-up band of 
choice when he played Boston; 
that’s the Daughters playing on 
the extremely impromptu rendi- 
tion of “Louie Louie” that 
appeared on the 1983 Thunders 
album In Cold Blood (New Rose). 
Thunders was a_ notoriously 
prickly character, and _ the 


Daughters were some of the only 
locals who got to know him. So 
was he a nice guy after all? 
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“Well, he wanted to be a nice guy. I’ve 
thought about this a lot in later years; to be 
frank, I think he liked us because we didn’t 
suck up. And we weren’t into the drug 
thing, which I think he found refreshing. 
He was Johnny Thunders, and he was a 
big-time junkie. And so many people would 
try to get through to him that way. There 
were shows when it got pretty hairy. But 
he’d come to our dressing room, say “You 
guys got any drugs?’, we’d say ‘Well, we’ve 
got some pot,’ and he’d roll his eyes and 
walk out.” 

Can folks who’ve been around the local 
block a few times get a new buzz going? 
Sure, Ritt says. “I know we’re too old for 
the people who go to the Middle East every 
week. I have a lot of friends in that age 
bracket, but I’m not kidding myself. We’re 
not going to be part of that scene. On the 
other hand, I don’t know anyone who does 
the same kind of hybrid we’re doing. This 
is the first band I’ve ever started from 
scratch and written the original material 
myself, and I can’t think of anyone I’d 
rather play with.” 

The same sentiments are echoed by 
Knapp in a separate interview: “It’s cool to 
feel we’ve got momentum going. But 
there’s a strong friendship involved, and, 
most of all, it’s a very fun band.” And that’s 
a darling situation by any standard.

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Roots revisited 


African reissues fuel the world-pop debate 
BY BANNING EYRE Has African pop lost its way? In its quest to 


achieve global dance-club viability, or to rub elbows with the Peter 
Gabriels of the world, has it left its soul behind? Some longtime fans 


think so; many African artists, on 
the other hand, dismiss this 
notion as the arrogance of 
Westerners who want to freeze 
Africa in the golden glow of the 
past and deny it a bright future. 
While the debate rages on, four 
new releases are hitting the mar- 
ket with polished-up remaster- 
ings of Nigerian and Ghanaian 
pop from the '70s, and excavated 
Zairean tracks from the dawn of 
the continent’s recording history. 
These fascinating documents 
offer ammunition for both sides. 

Start with work by Nigerian 
pop icons Fela Kuti and I.K. 
Dairo. Recorded in 1971 at 
Abbey Road studios under the 
stewardship of Ginger Baker — a 
Peter Gabriel of his day — Fela’s 
London Scene (Stern’s) captures 
a landmark session. You get a 
vivid sense of a brave and pugna- 
cious African star applying the 
general rebelliousness of the early 
"70s in a country where such 
boldness had no precedent. But

for all the smoldering energy, 
there’s nothing pure about these 
five tracks. Fela still claims that 
his music is 100 percent African, 
but the influence of James 
Brown's funk and Latin idioms of 
the day are plainly evident, at a 
time when the glorious bombast 
and sprawl of Fela’s best work 
clearly lies ahead. 

I.K. Dairo, on the other hand, 
came to London that same year to 
record his then mature juju 
sound. These sessions, newly 
available on Definitive Dairo 
(Xenophile), mark an obvious 
pinnacle for African roots pop. 
Within years, King Sunny Adé 
would seize the juju mantle, but 
Adé has called Dairo his main 
musical idol, and no surprise, 
because juju’s sound is all here: 
the rolling, seductive multi-per- 
cussion grooves threaded through 
with light guitar interplay, and the 
quirky instrumentation — Dairo 
goes for accordion, just as Adé 
would later flavor his sound with 
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pedal steel guitar. The male 
choral singing is breathtaking. 
And you can’t top Dairo’s vocal 
leads. That throaty cry, so young 
and vibrant here, soars straight 
for the heart. 

As this disc’s exemplary notes 
point out, Dairo liked to speed 
songs up ever so slightly as he 
went along — just the kind of 
touch that makes classic African 
pop so powerful. Dairo and his 
Blue Spots can seduce you start- 
ing with a lazy little guitar line 
and ending in full-blown boogie 
heaven. Sadly, Dairo passed away 
last April, before this release went 
to press, but he could hardly ask 
for a more flattering epitaph. 

Alhaji K. Frimpong of Ghana 
recorded Kyenkyen Bi Adi Mawu 
(“Public Demand”) in 1976, 
breaking a sound he called “funky 
highlife.” Stern’s is now distribut- 
ing a terrific remix of the session. 
Like Fela, Frimpong latches onto 
American funk, but he works it 
into his slinky big-band _ highlife 
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JUJU BLAZER: by his first London 


sessions, 1.K. Dairo’s juju was mature. 


sound with a more subtle hand. 
Highlife’s regional dominance was 
coming to an end at this point, so 
Frimpong’s sound embodies both 
the full flower of highlife and an 
attempt to invent the future. Great 
live-band chemistry, Frimpong’s 
sweet tenor voice, and some terrif- 
ic horn and guitar solos distin- 
guish this release, but the later 
tracks also find Frimpong experi- 
menting with whiny keyboard 
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sounds that foreshadow 
the high-tech develop- 
ments today’s critics claim 
have spoiled the old 
music. 

Ngoma, the Early Years, 
1948-1960 (pam/Stern’s) 
digs much further back 
into history. And since its 
25 tracks sample the scant 
remains of what was once 
a huge body of recordings, 
the release sometimes 
sounds as rough as the 
oldest blues and jazz on 
record. But its 27-page 
booklet with rare pho- 
tographs and a compelling 
narrative brings the music 
to life. And what a story! 
Ngoma, the first success- 
ful record company in 
what is now Kinshasa, 
would play a key role in 
engineering the coming 
continental dominance of 
Zairean music. You can 
hear how that happens on 
these tracks. Pioneer 
Antoine Wendo mimics 
the Ghanaian sound in his 
folksy guitar playing and 
in his melancholy vocal 
inflections. But later, on a 
track from 1956, the feel- 
ing of Zairean rhumba is 
suddenly there, and the guitars are 
playing far more aggressively. Add 
a drum machine and dress up 
some of these tracks and you've 
got Soukous Stars. Few would call 
these early Ngoma offerings the 
golden age of African pop. But for 
those who think Soukous Stars 
have gone too far, they serve as a 
reminder that this music has never 
stood still, and that it’s absurd to 
think it ever should. &

So Anna's growing 
up is paralleled with the last days 
of post-gulag Communism, then 
with shaky perestroika, then with 
the even wobblier first years of 
democracy. Meanwhile Mikhalkov 
gives us an engrossing memoir of 
13 years of Russia colored by his 
background as an anti-Communist 
but an elitist whose family still 
owns a country house.

(1996). Danish filmmaker Lars von 
Trier's ardent, overwhelming, emo- 
tionally exhausting exploration of 
the dementia and triumph of love is 
the best film of the year.

North Sea Islands, it’s the story of 
a childlike young woman (Emily 
Watson, in a staggering perfor- 
mance) who, at her tormented, par- 
alyzed husband's request, agrees 
to make love to other men and tell 
him about it in an effort to re-create 
their intense passion. What unfolds 
is a ritual of sexual self-degrada- 
tion beginning with an old man ina 
bus and ending with a sadistic sea- 
man (Udo Kier). The film's balance 
of the commonplace and the tran- 
scendent, of depravity and beati- 
tude, liberates the actors. And von 
Trier is unabashed by the many 
faces of love; whether sacred or 
profane, it is, like the waves them- 
selves, a force that cannot be con- 
tained.

(1996). Anthony Minghella’s adap- 
tation of Michaei Ondaatje’s 
prizewinning novel set in World 
War II Italy is overstuffed and 
formless, a beautifully shot love 
story straining to be epic but man- 
aging only to be long. The severe- 
ly burned, partially amnesiac sur- 
vivor of an air crash, the English 
patient (Ralph Fiennes), croons to 
his Canadian nurse (Juliette 
Binoche) remembrances of his 
past as a Hungarian explorer with 
a vital, sensuous lover (Kristin 
Scott Thomas). Told in flashbacks, 
his story could be the whole 
movie; instead we get a second 
mystery man (Willem Dafoe) and a 
Sikh bomb-disposal expert 
(Naveen Edwards). Occasionally 
The English Patient does evoke 
the power of its source, but the

Evil 
nemesis. the local wildlife official, 
who wants to clip the geese’s 
wings, rendering them flightless.

NOTRE DAME (1996). There's no 
way to cram a 200,000-word novel 
into 83 minutes of animation. 
Gone from this Disney version are 
Pierre Gringoire, the Poet of the 
People; many other minor charac- 
ters; and much of the novel's tex- 
ture. And there’s no way Victor 
Hugo's cynicism wasn't going to 
get traded in for Disney optimism. 
Still, this Hunchback has superb 
animation, outstanding perfor- 
mances (by the likes of Tom 
Hulce, Demi Moore, Kevin Klein, 
Jason Alexander, and Mary 
Wickes), a winning score (by the 
Pocahontas team of Menken and 
Schwartz) — and great gargoyles. 
Quasimodo is truly ugly, and 
Notre-Dame revels in all its fabu- 
lous detail (check out the rose win- 
dow as it bathes Esmeralda in 
warm light), but finally it's the ani- 
mators’ wit and commitment to 
adult emotions that justifies the 
feel-good conclusion.

*xxxJERRY MAGUIRE (1996). 
This story of a ruthless, insuffer- 
ably self-adoring sports agent jug- 
gling dozens of clients, millions of 
dollars worth of deals, and his 
sharkish fiancée (Kelly Preston) 
could have been the consumma- 
tion of everything you hate about 
Tom Cruise — smarmy, slick, and 
soulless. But Jerry receives his 
comeuppance. After getting the 
agent's equivalent of religion (he 
pushes for fewer clients, less 
money, more human contact), he’s 
tossed from his firm. But standing 
by him are one client (a rambunc- 
tious Cuba Gooding Jr.) and the 
meek office accountant who has 
admired him from afar (Renee 
Zellweger, one of the most expres- 
sive faces in movies). What follows 
is predictable, the ways of love and 
friendship and underdog struggles 
in Hollywood being what they are. 
But Cruise gives his best perfor- 
mance, and director Cameron 
Crowe pulls the movie off with sly 
self-parody and a trace of genuine 
belief in what it's preaching.

*xJINGLE ALL THE WAY (1996). 
This pseudo-holiday-heartwarmer 
tells of a workaholic father (Arnold 
Schwarzenegger) who forgets to 
pick up a TurboMan action figure

ever,” we're told) for his young son 
and has to scour the shopping 
malls of frigid Minneapolis. 
Eventually, of course, the kid will 
realize that fatherly love means 
more than money, and that he has 
the real Last Action Figure in good 
ol’ Dad. Till then, though, Flint- 
stones auteur Brian Levant pits his 
taxed CEO against a comically 
uneducated mail carrier (Sinbad) 














who's desperately seeking Turbo-

“Dementor” during a Christmas 
parade. As a TV announcer cau- 
tions, “This could be the end of 
civilization as we know it.”

Hirokazu Kore-eda’s intensely 
visual elegy follows a young moth- 
er after her husband (Tadanobu 
Asano) commits suicide by walk- 
ing into the glare of a screeching 
train. Bewildered by his death, 
Yumiko (Makiko Esumi) embarks 
on a Spiritual journey from the 
dank alleys of Osaka to the misty 
shores of Noto. The film, whose 
title means mirage, suggests that 
the desire to be dead is as seduc- 
tive and baffling as the illusory 
horizon lights that beckon Noto’s 
fishermen to sea. Kore-eda frames 
the saga's minimal action with 
deep, highly stylized shots. At 
times, though, the self-conscious 
technique is at odds with the char- 
acters’ emotional ripening» espe- 
cially Esumi's understated acting. 
Museum of Fine Arts. - 
MARS ATTACKS! (1996). Heavy 
with irony and criss-cross cultural 
references, Tim Burton's Mars 
Attacks! betrays the same fond- 
ness for schlock that has marked 
much of Burton's work. State-of- 
the-art special effects (a la 
Independence Day) re-create the 
you-can-see-the-string stuff of '50s 
sci-fi flicks — often hilariously. A 
galaxy of stars (Jack Nicholson, 
Glenn Close, Annette Bening, 
Pierce Brosnan, Danny DeVito, 
etc.) ham it up with end-of-the- 
world abandon — sometimes tire- 
somely so. But the real stars of the 
show are the invading Martians, 
the most disagreeable extraterres- 
trials since Aliens.

This 
yuppie-parent comedy takes place 
during one not-so-fine day in 
Manhattan, as an architect and 
divorced mom (Michelle Pfeiffer) 
repeatedly crosses paths with a 
newspaper columnist and divorced 
dad (George Clooney), both of 
whom are cosmically thwarted in 
their attempts to drop their young 
kids off at school and then get to 
work.

T’S 11:59 PM. ON December 31, and every- 

one has a glass of bubbly in hand. All eyes are 

fastened on the wall clock; anticipation grows 
as the second hand makes its measured way 
around the clock face. The clock on the wall 
keeps perfect time with the digital one in Times 
Square that flashes on the television screen — 
and is, for that matter, in synchronicity with clocks 
all over the world. The existence of a common 
time, a public time, serving as the reference point 
for all of our celebrations, transactions, and com- 
munications, is something we take for granted. 
But it is a very recent development. 

The passage of hours was first 
marked by the sundial, which 
the Egyptians passed along 
to the Greeks and Romans. 
But the sundial was an 
unreliable device, inca- 
pable of measuring truly 
“equal” time. For exam- 
ple, as daylight 
grew shorter 
and longer 
with the 
passing of 
the seasons, 
the length of an 
hour changed as well. 
Darkness, too, caused obvious 
problems. So, to keep track of night hours 
(and measure the length of dreary days), 
the ancient world turned to water clocks. 
But there were drawbacks here as well: 
the hole through which the water dripped 
could become worn or enlarged, and the 
speed of the flow was-dependent on the 
water pressure, in turn a function of the 
amount of water left in the bowl. And 
these clocks weren't exactly 
portable: a trip north would leave 
you literally frozen in time. 

The hourglass, which 
dripped sand instead of water, 
could flow in any climate, but it,’ 
too, marked only discrete units of 
time. Charlemagne, tried to tran-. cee 
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scend the inherent limitations of the sandglass by 
ordering one so large it had to be turned only 
once every 12 hours. More commonly, sand- 
glasses were used, as in Elizabethan England, to 
measure the length of a teacher's lecture or 
preacher’s sermon (a 1483 law required that an 
hourglass be placed over each pulpit, in full view 
of the congregation). 

In fact, it was the clergy that drove the invention 
of the modern clock. Large weight-driven 
machines first sounded bells to mark the canonical 
hours, the times of day specified for prayer by the 
Church. When clocks moved out of the monaster- 
ies and into the belfries of town halls all over 

medieval Europe, even laypeople became 
acutely conscious of the time. Galileo’s dis- 
covery. of the pendulum 
maximized precision, 
and finally made it 
possible to synchronize 
clocks. One o'clock in 
Rome was also one o'clock 
in Pisa. Suddenly, you could 
be late for work. 

But on New Year's Eve, 
the simultaneous marking of 
time the world over is some- 

thing to marvel at rather 
than fear, a feat 
impossible in the 
days of sundials and 
sandglasses. So in 
preparation for the big night, if you discover that 
your timepiece is in less than perfect working 
order, make a quick trip to Swiss Watchmaker. 
For over 50 years, this little shop in Harvard 
Square has been repairing everything from old 
ship clocks to 1930s doctors’ watches. 
Besides, if your clock is ticking in time 
with the rest of the world’s, you won't 
be forced to watch Dick Clark.

Alice K. learns a thing or two 


about connectedness

LICE K. (not her real initial) lies in bed, writhing 

with plain old despair: nothing more, nothing less. 

It is Saturday morning, 11 o'clock, and ostensibly 
the final Saturday in Alice K.’s experiment with desire. As 
you may recall, Alice K. has spent the last three weekends 
throwing herself into new circumstances and states of 
mind, attempting to open herself to different activities 
and patterns of behavior, trying to discern what it is she 
really wants and likes to do. She spent the first Saturday 
eating, triumphing over self-denial. The next week, she 
got a massage. The third week, she went by herself to a 
Christmas party. And this week, she’s come up complete- 
ly empty. 

What shall I do? What do I really want to do on 
Saturday? Alice K. has spent all week trying to answer 
that question, and, for the life of her, she hasn’t been able 
to think of a thing. She contemplated a yoga class and 
dismissed it. Too New Age. She contemplated a hike in 
the woods. Too cold. She contemplated dying her hair, 
getting a tattoo, having her nose pierced. Too wacko. 
Why is this so difficult?, she thinks, lying there. Why is 
nothing leaping to mind? 

Alice K. turns on her side and contemplates what she’s 
learned so far. Okay: so she has confirmed that she has a 
certain fondness 
for pancakes and 
Milk Duds and 
fudge, and that 
she’s capable of 
indulging it on 
occasion. She has 
confirmed that she 
can enjoy a mas- 
sage (and, equally 
important, that it is 
acceptable to keep 
one’s underwear 
on during the per- 
formance of such a 
service). She has 
confirmed that she 
isn’t a person who 
particularly likes 
parties. 

But . . . Alice K. 
lies there and 
thinks: so what? All of this seems pretty slim, a fairly 
small body of knowledge for such a large output of ener- 
gy, and it leaves her feeling empty. So, she’s a person 
who'll leave the house now and then to stock up on Milk 
Duds and get a massage. So what? Is there nothing else, 
no deeper or more abiding source of pleasure in the 
world for her? 

Alice K. sighs deeply. What she is, she thinks, is lonely. 
That seems to be the central truth. During the week, as 
she contemplated and then dismissed potential activities, 
she was vaguely aware that what bothered her was the 
solitariness of them, not the actual execution of them. A 
hike in the woods sounded not just cold but unbearably 
sad, evoking an image of a lone woman tramping along 
in abject friendlessness. A tattoo, a body piercing, a new 
hair color — all those sounded like things that could be a 
hoot, if only she had someone to enjoy them with. 

The night before, her last night to plot, Alice K. had sat 
on her sofa and thought: What I'd really like to do is host 
a small dinner party. She imagined spending the day in 
preparation: looking through cookbooks; buying a fresh 
slab of salmon or a plump roasting chicken; baking 
something gooey and chocolate for dessert. She pictured 
sitting at her dining room table with three or four close 
friends, feeling cozy and connected on a winter’s night. 
And then she thought . . . Ruth E. 

Alice K.’s heart sank just then, sank like a stone at the 
thought of Ruth E. When was the last time she even 
heard from Ruth E., let alone saw her? It was eons ago, 
back with Ruth E. went off and married the odious Jean- 
Paul C., thus disappearing into the void. Ruth E. is-all but 
a distant memory to Alice K., her Long Lost Best Friend. 

Alice K. pulls the covers up over her shoulders and 








curls herself into a ball. She thinks: / could go get a tattoo 
with Ruth E. | could go hiking in the woods with Ruth E. 
I could do anything with Ruth E. But Ruth E. is gone. Her 
eyes well with tears and suddenly, this whole four-week 
experiment feels like a sham, a farce, an undertaking of 
complete idiocy. 

It is connectedness that Alice K. longs for, not Milk 
Duds, not massages, not even hobbies. Sure, it’s impor- 
tant to find activities that feel soothing and good. It’s 
important to know certain elemental truths about the self: 
whether one likes parties or not, whether one is capable 
of relaxing. But what’s the point of knowing these things 
if you’ve got no one to share them with? In launching 
this experiment, Alice K. thinks, a part of her was driven 
by pure fantasy: on some level she truly believed that if 
she could just carve out three or four really “fun” activi- 
ties for herself, she'd be fine, on safe ground, insulated 
from hopelessness and despair. Fine! I'll take up yoga or 
learn to knit, and then I'll be all set, won’t need anything 
else, or anybody. 

The last part of that sentence sticks in her mind: any- 
body. I won't need anybody. She looks around at her bed- 
room, attempting, really, to look around at her life. The 
room is cozy enough, cluttered and full, but Alice K.’s life 
feels stripped bare. 
Elliot M. is gone. 
Ruth E. is gone. 
The two people 
she’s been closest 
to in the whole 
world, the two peo- 
ple around whom 
she’d shaped her 
very identity, have 
simply ceased to 
exist in her world, 
and this has left her 
feeling completely 
unanchored, toss- 
ing and pitching at 
sea. 

And the worst of 
it, Alice K. realizes, 
is that these rela- 
tionships feel utter- 
ly unresolved, par- 
ticularly the one with Ruth E. Thinking about this, Alice 
K. supposes that the lack of resolution with Elliot M. may 
have been inevitable. She felt she simply had to leave him, 
move on without him. If she were going to move forward 
in her life at all, and if all the loose ends of that relation- 
ship weren't neatly tied up in the process — well, that’s 
often the nature of ending a love affair. 

But Ruth E. — she simply vanished, married Jean-Paul 
C. after a huge fight with Alice K., never to be heard from 
again. Lying in bed, Alice K. has huge regrets about this. 
The fact that she loathed and mistrusted Jean-Paul C. 
strikes her as secondary and inconsequential. She misses 
Ruth E. She misses having a best friend. And the idea of 
going through yet another year (the New Year, after all, is 
days away) without her causes her to writhe with an 
exquisite agony. 

Alice K. stares at the ceiling a while longer. A plan for 
this Saturday has still failed to materialize. The experi- 
ment, at least today’s version of it, is going to be a bust. 
She may, in fact, lie here all day long. 

But then she returns to the idea of connectedness. This 
experiment hasn't really been about doing things at all, 
she thinks. Maybe it’s been more about identifying differ- 
ent kinds of longings — deeper and more elusive ones. 
Maybe it’s been about learning not just what | need in 
order to feel happy but who I need. She sits up in bed. 
Her heart is racing, and she feels tentative and fearful. 
She gets up, moves to her desk, reaches for her address 
book. She opens the page to E. There, down at the bot- 
tom of the page, is a phone number for Ruth E.’s mother. 

This, Alice K. thinks, will be part four of my experiment. 
I will track down Ruth E. e 

Alice K. will return in 1997.

What is déja vu, and why does it occur?

| could have sworn I'd answered this question before. 
However, having scoured the files, | guess it just seems like I 
did. Is this a déja-vu experience? No, this is an out-to-lunch 
experience. I feel it’s important to make these fine distinctions 
lest the meaning of this term becomes even more muddled in 
the popular mind: 

The definition of déja vu commonly cited in the medical lit- 
erature these days is “subjectively inappropriate impressions of 
familiarity of the present with an undefined past.” Unfor- 
tunately, this definition sucks, since it requires you to under- 
stand the thing being defined before you can understand the 
definition. 

A better take on déja vu is that it is the uncanny sensation 
that you are reliving some unknown past experience. | throw 
the word uncanny in there because an essential feature of déja 
vu is that it seems intensely strange at the time.

Déja vu doesn’t mean merely going through the same situa- 
tion twice, as many journalists seem to think. Nor should it be 
confused with other mental hiccups such as flashbacks, pre- 
cognition (the sense that the present situation has been fore- 
told), and so on. 

Déja vu is said to occur more frequently in those under 30 
years of age. The experience is usually brief, lasting from a few 
seconds to a few minutes, but it may be prolonged in patho- 
logical cases. Although the term déja vu (French for “already 
seen”) suggests it’s primarily a visual phenomenon, it can 
involve all the senses, which is why some prefer the term déja 
vecu (“already experienced”). The opposite of déja vu is 
jamais vu (“never seen”), the sensation that a familiar situa- 
tion is completely strange. 

What causes déja vu? Almost all who've studied the subject 
have come up with their own explanations, and hey, why not? 
Our knowledge of the brain is so fragmentary that no explana- 
tion can be definitely discounted. Still, the chances that déja 
vu is a sign of telepathy, reincarnation, or visitations by one’s 
astral body, as some have suggested, seem pretty slim. 

Among the quasi-scientific explanations, what might be 
called the split-image school holds that two parts of the brain 
participate simultaneously in the process of perception. If, for 
some reason, the impression from part A arrives in one’s con- 
sciousness out of sync with the impression from part B, one 
has the sensation of experiencing the the thing thing twice. 

Others explain déja.vu by using the analogy of a tape 
recorder: memory storage is accomplished by means of a 
“recording head” and memory recall by a “playback head.” 
During déja vu the two heads are erroneously situated above 
the same bit of mental blank tape. An experience is thus 
recorded and remembered simultaneously, with the result that 
the present is experienced as the past. 

There are lots more theories, but you get the idea. 

Déja vu was a hot topic in the 1890s among French psychi- 
atrists, who came up with the name. But later researchers dis- 
missed it as a curiosity. The Dutch psychiatrist Herman Sno 
sparked a revival of interest in the 1990s, arguing that déja vu 
provided insight into the functioning of both the normal and 
the abnormal brain. 

It’s long been known that prolonged or frequent episodes of 
déja vu are associated with various psychiatric or neurological 
disorders. Some now consider déja vu, in conjunction with other 
symptoms, to be diagnostic of a type of epilepsy. Researchers 
have found that in some cases electrical stimulation of the brains 
of epileptic patients can trigger the déja vu phenomenon. 

Nothing you need to worry about. On the contrary, it seems 
pretty clear that what some consider a glimpse of the super- 
natural is more than likely just a cognitive burp. id

Twenty-nine voices of Boston on their 
hopes and plans for the city in 1997 


E COUNT DOWN with Dick 
Wee The new year dawns. And 

we return home to face the reality 
of the coming work day. In this span 
of time diets are formulated, friendships are 
rekindled (“we'll stay in touch this year, I 
swear”), and the goddess of hope smiles 
briefly upon even the most saturnine 
among us. For the powerful as well as the 
meek, the road to 1998 is paved with good 
intentions, as we discovered when we 
polled a handful of the city’s leading lights. 


HILLIARD GOLDFARB, chief curator 
of collections at the Isabella Stewart 
Gardner Museum, says that in 1997 he 
will be “committed to finding ways — 
through exhibitions and programs — to 
give ardent voice to the museum’s great 
collection, to let it speak to the concerns 
and interests of the public today.” He cites 
as an example the exhibit “Botticelli’s Wit- 
ness,” a show scheduled for January that 
will “look at this Renaissance master’s 
works created in an age of crisis — when 
religious fundamentalism swept over the 
great center of enlightened Christian hu- 
manism,” and will explore issues pertinent 
to Boston today. “Like Florence of 500 
years ago,” Goldfarb says, “we live in a 
city of liberality and learning; we, too, are 
coming to the end of a century; and we, 
too, are hearing the often fanatical voice 
of fundamentalism attacking the arts and 
humanities.” 

Goldfarb also resolves to help galvanize 
the Huntington Avenue cultural corridor, 
incorporating the symphony, the New 
England Conservatory, the MFA, the 
Gardner, and Mass Art into a “a safe and 
beautiful extension of the life of Boston. 
Frankly, the Muddy River has become a 
toxic, smelly, flooding cesspool. It’s got to 
be dredged and the suburban pollution of 
it halted. The Fenway needs to be re- 
stored to the vision of Olmsted and his 
son, who designed the park as a wonder- 
ful, visually orchestrated pleasure path 
with scenic vistas. 

“Also,” he says, “a stable, long-term re- 
lationship would be nice. I can dream.” 


SISTER WILLIAM JULIE HURLEY, 
director of the Julie Outreach Center — a 
program that works to meet the needs of 
people living with AIDS in Greater Lowell 
— plans to “work as hard as I can to make 
people realize the cure is not here yet. If 
people are still dying of AIDS, then we 
have not found a cure. It makes me upset 
when I read the front page of Newsweek 
and they hint that the cure is already here. I 
believe that this is just a political way of 
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soothing our conscience and possibly de- 
creasing the amount of money that it will 
take to find a real cure. The cure will not be 
here until everybody, regardless of race, 
ethnicity, nationality, or ability to pay, has 
access to it.” For the city itself, she hopes 
that “public helicopter transportation” will 
replace expressway driving. 


NICHOLAS NEGROPONTE, founder 
and director of the MIT Media Lab, who 
resolves to “be in town more,” hopes next 
year to “attract even more of the youngest 
and most creative minds to the greater Bos- 
ton area.” 


Cambridge city councilor KENNETH E. 
REEVES resolves that his life with his 
partner, Greg Johnson, will “continue to be 
as rich and fulfilling as it has been for the 
last 28 years.” He also plans for the Eighth 
District seat in Congress to “be filled by 
someone whose initials are K.E.R.,” and 
hopes for the city of Cambridge that the 
AIDS epidemic “decline in communities of 
color, young people between 18 and 30, 
and women.” 


BRUCE MARKS, exccutive director of 
the Boston Ballet, vows to spend more time 
with his sons, Erik, Adam, and Kenneth; to 
spend more time at the gym and on his 
bike; and to “present the best programming 
I’ve ever presented.” 


LEA G. JAROSZEWSKI. editor of 
Spare Change, hopes to change a culture in 
which “urban heartlessness is now very 
chic. If you can’t keep up, you are written 
off. Homeless people are a lot like old 
buildings to city officials — they just don’t 
produce enough revenue.” 

She vows to help educate society on the 
issues of homelessness. “Many people who 
end up in shelters,” she says, “are unable to 
hold jobs or to maintain housing. Even if 
they want to give treatment a try, the bu- 
reaucratic nature of the system itself is a 
formidable adversary. It may be gut reac- 
tion to feel that some people are worthless 
and weak, but with anything beyond a cur- 
sory examination of the individual, it be- 
comes apparent there is more at play than 
laziness. The current administration’s ten- 
dency, in its War on Drugs, to shift the 
blame for drug use and poverty from ‘social 
ills’ to the ‘failings of personal character’ 
has only served to make the problem worse. 

“Our New Year’s resolution at Spare 
Change is to continue to educate about the 
problems facing our society and act as a fo- 
rum for discussion and actively search for 
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solutions. We expect it to be a long and 
hard struggle, but. . . | am confident I'll 
remain focused and motivated.” 


JEREMY ALLIGER, the artistic 
director and producer of Dance Um- 
brella, resolves to find a new home for 
the company — “to have someone in 
Boston adopt us for new office space. 
We've been in Central Square for 15 
years.” He also plans to get himself and 
Dance Umbrella online. “The impetus 
for that,” he says, “is that we're closing 
off the season with the International 
Festival of Wheelchair Dance, and our 
main access to the disability community 
is the Internet. We plan to be on by the 
end of January.” 

Also, he promises to take a real vaca- 
tion, possibly to Hawaii or Prague: “I 
haven't had one for over five years.” 


KARA QUIRK, public-relations coordi- 
nator for the Massachusetts Audubon Soci- 
ety, resolves to expand the organization's 
network of sanctuaries. “We currently pro- 
tect 27,000 acres of wildlife in Massachu- 
setts, and we’re hoping to add another 
4000 acres — i.e., the Boston Nature Cen- 
ter in Dorchester, and the Jupp Flats 
Wildlife Sanctuary in Newburyport.” 


Cambridge mayor SHEILA RUSSELL 
says that housing will continue to be the 
most pressing issue in the city of Cam- 
bridge in 1997, so she resolves “to con- 
tinue to doing everything I can to ensure 
that Cambridge residents stay Cambridge 
residents.” 


Boston Globe sports columnist DAN 
SHAUGHNESSY promises “not to pick 
on Jimy Williams, UMass, or Bob Kraft,” 
and “to fight to keep and preserve Fenway 
Park.” 


HOWIE CARR, the Boston Herald 
columnist and WRKO talk-show host, says 
he'll get his radio show syndicated nation- 
ally, get more young people reading — 
“especially newspapers and, more especial- 
ly, the Herald,” and “find a medical clinic 
that guarantees a painless vasectomy.” On 
behalf of the city of Boston, he resolves to 
“tell Patriots owner Bob Kraft, once and 
for all, where to stick his ‘privately fi- 
nanced’ stadium — unless, of course, he 
agrees to pony up the $65 million in public 
‘infrastructure’ costs, and can prove that 
he’s tried to find a location in his home- 
town of Brookline, preferably in his own 
neighborhood.” 
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DOMENIC BOZZOTTO, president of 
the hotel-and-restaurant-employees union, 
Local 26, plans to enjoy his 1997 retire- 
ment by “spoiling my grandchildren while | 
go through my second childhood. I turn 57 
on December 27, and I’m ready to be fan- 
ciful and to be a kid again.” Until then, he 
vows simply “to organize the non-union 
hotels.” His resolution for Boston is to “get 
the politics out of decision-making and put 
the city first. We need to pay attention to 
the day-to-day running of the city.” 


MARIANNE LAMPKE, co-director of 
the Brattle Theatre, in Cambridge, says, 
“It’s our goal this year to develop a con- 
sortium of independent movie theaters 
around the Northeast to share resources, 
expand marketing possibilities, and sur- 
vive in an era of movie-chain monopo- 
lies.” She also intends “to get my gardens 
to look like the ones in the gardening 
magazines,” and has a simple plan for the 
city: “finish the Central Artery and clean 
up the mess.” 


PETER ZUK, project director of the 
Central Artery/Tunnel Project, says, “my 
own personal resolution is to keep my 
name out of the Boston Phoenix in 1997.” 
On the professional front, “my resolution 
for the project, as we continue downtown 
construction of the underground express- 
way that will replace the elevated central 
artery, is to have a depressing New Year.” 


JUSTINE LIFF, commissioner of the 
Boston Parks and Recreation Department, 
resolves, “One: for Boston, a green year. 
Two: for parks, a greener year. And three: 
for me, the greenest year ever.” 


Fashion designer TUNJI DADA plans 
to quit smoking and hopes that the city of 
Boston will give young, up-and-coming de- 
signers a chance to grow. “They could be 
the next Armani or Calvin Klein some day,” 
he says, adding that he'd like to see “more 
funky clubs.” He also wants the city “to be 
more open-minded about self-expression in 
fashion. I see all these men who wear skirts 
in nightclubs and I wish they would wear 
them in the street, too, because women 
wear pants, you know.” 


JOHN SILBER, the chairman of the 
State Board of Education, says he intends 
to “stop pussyfooting and start saying what 
I really mean.” He hopes that Boston will 
not “accept a reading program that fails to 
have all schoolchildren reading and writing 
by the end of the third grade,” and that it 
will “understand that no city without first- 
rate schools needs to worry about exorcis- 
ing the curse of the Bambino. Worrying 
about keeping Roger Clemens in the ab- 
sence of even adequate schools is to betray 
a tragic confusion as to what makes a city 
worth living in.” 


AMELIA CRAIG, attorney and execu- 
tive director of GLAD (Gay & Lesbian Ad- 
vocates & Defenders), resolves to “spend 
more time with my life partner, Amy, and 
less time at the office, and marry her on 
July 4, 1997, and change our last names to 
share one.” She also plans “to attract 
enough financial support for GLAD that 
we will be able to take on every good im- 
pact case available in New England to fur- 
ther equal justice under law for gays, les- 
bians, bisexuals, and people with HIV and 





AIDS.” And, for Boston, she hopes that 
“the community develop a greater appreci- 
ation for the diversity of all its citizens.” 


REVEREND CHARLES STITH, presi- 
dent of the Organization for New Equality, 
intends to “maintain hope that through 
consensus building, commitment to cause, 
and hard work it is possible to further the 
vision of Dr. King’s challenge to all Ameri- 
cans to come together across class, com- 
munity, gender, and generation lines.” In 
1997, he resolves to “serve as a catalyst for 
expanding economic opportunity through 
innovative ideas and programs aimed at de- 
veloping home and small-business owner- 
ship opportunity, employment opportunity, 
and educational opportunity.” And his 
community-wide resolution is that we 
“make real the vision of Boston as a city of 
unity where prosperity reaches all its neigh- 
borhoods. The key to meeting that chal- 
lenge is expanding economic opportunity 
through equal educational opportunity, 
equal employment opportunity, and access 
to credit and capital for those historically 
marginalized in our economy, so that they 
may become stakeholders in the American 
Dream.”

HELENE ATWAN, the director of Bea- 
con Press, located atop Beacon Hill, re- 
solves “to investigate issuing special runner 
soles to all the staff, or perhaps setting up a 
rope-tow line down Beacon Street so that 
everyone can make it over the frozen brick 
pavement from Joy Street to Charles in 
January, February, and March without bro- 
ken limbs.” Her company, she says, “re- 
solves to work to make publishing a more 
diverse industry, and a more welcoming in- 
dustry for people of color.

Decay, left off. As in that first book, now out 
of print, Knipl wanders a lost city, a land- 
scape both lunar and lush, filled with bizarre 
personages and weirdly fascinating minuti- 
ae.

that rock music was threatening to turn 

into Art. If the faux-baroque keyboard 
solo in the Beatles’ early “In My Life” sound- 
ed like a swishy joke, the orchestral climax at 
the end of Sgt. Pepper's did not: the musical 
equivalent of a slam dunk, the album’s final 
seconds possessed a bankable, carved-in- 
granite kind of monumentality. Sgt. Pepper's 
confirmed what perceptive listeners had long 
suspected. Rock music, like the movies, had 
transcended its trashy pop origins and vaulted 
into the middlebrow firmament. 

Humans being the creatures they are, it is 
natural that the musicians who grew up in 
the Beatles’ shadow would want to beat them 
at their own game. “Progressive rock” bands 
took Sgt. Pepper's as their starting point: tal- 
ented, and in many cases classically trained, 
these musicians tried to create a new sort of 
post- Pepper “universal music” — a music 
that, recognizing no boundaries, fused rock, 
folk, and classical elements. Instead of rock’s 
smart, syncopated 4/4 rhythms, they favored 
complex, asymmetric meters like 5/4 and 
7/4. In place of rock’s traditional subject- 


a Y.THE LATE ’60s it had become clear 
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tentious, topics (universal enlightenment, 
hobbits, space exploration, and — in Emer- 
son, Lake, and Palmer’s Tarkus — weird 
half-tank, half-armadillo cyborgs). Rejecting 
the traditional pop song’s two-to-four- 
minute confines, they experimented with 
album-length quasi-symphonic forms. 
Edward Macan writes in order to rescue 
progressive rock from what he sees as unjus- 
tified neglect. The villains of his story are the 
many critics who protested against progres- 
sive rock’s bombastic tendencies. His thesis is 
that the standard histories of rock music — 
which say rock reached an early climax in the 
’60s, went into decline with the “prog rock” 
of the early and mid '70s, and was rescued, 
finally, by the stripped-down sounds of punk 
— are inverted. According to Macan, main- 
stream rock criticism has neglected progres- 
sive rock because it is infected with a set of 
“neo-Marxist” prejudices: a hostility to musi- 
cal sophistication, a

fetishistic admiration for 
the lower-class (and 
hence, “authentic”) ori- 
gins of the style; a prefer- 
ence for lyrical irony and 
humor; and the belief 
that rock music is valu- 
able in proportion to its 
subversive tendencies. 
(How Macan can de- 
scribe the fondness for 
wit and irony as “neo- 
Marxist” is beyond me, 
but that’s arquibble. yt!

Knipl himself, who appears in many (but 
not all) of the black-and-white strips, is a con- 
templative man of unspecified age who wears 
a straight-edged mustache, a rumpled suit, 
and a couple of camera bags slung about his 
neck. He’s always ready for the assignments 
that nameless clients leave on his answering 
machine. But Knipl the commercial photogra- 
pher is less Katchor’s subject than Knipl the 
urban archaeologist. Often the real subject is 
the pleasure of archaeology itself, in a post-in- 
dustrial Gotham offering unlimited opportu- 
nity for mental and physical excavation. 

Some of the best strips feature other ama- 
teur scholars and their various strategies for 
mapping the city: the parked-car reader who 
sees in tailpipes and upholstery what fortune 
tellers see in tarot cards; or the man who 
drives around tracking the migration of 
hairstyles across neighborhoods. Some aré 
stories of people with equally intriguing oc- 
cupations: the drugstore clerks and 
plumber’s assistants and public-restroom 
canvassers who help compile the Public Di- 
rectory of the Alimentary Canal, which pro- - 
vides the gastrointestinal condition of every 
resident in the metropolitan area in a given 
week; the licensed expectorator (sort of like 
a spit-o-gram delivery man); or the “excur- 
sionist” dramatists who, with the aid of a 
tour bus and a driver, enlist the nighttime 
city in “a series of scenic tableaux.”

cism has suffered from some real prejudices. 
Many critics revel in their ignorance of music 
theory, hate or don’t know the Beatles’ music, 
claim to prefer the sophomoric sounds of free 
jazz to those of bebop and swing, and see a 
band's commercial success as proportional to 
its ethical and aesthetic bankruptcy. The prob- 
lem is that these absurd attitudes don’t explain 
the hostility to progressive rock. There are, in 
fact, many sensible reasons to dislike the style. 
Take the progressive rockers’ fondness for 
asymmetrical meters. Music in 5/4 or 7/4 
sounds a little strange: most classical music, 
and most jazz, is indeed in duple or triple 
time. (Asymmetrical meters did not really ap- 
pear in classical music until Stravinsky’s Rite 
of Spring, which premiered in 1913.) One 
might therefore reject this Aspect of the music 
as an adolescent affectation. Likewise, some- 
one who appreciates poetically sophisticated 
lyrics, might feel uncomfortable with the 
thought of grown men singing about armadil- 
lo-tank cyborgs. 
You don’t have to 
be a neo-Marxist 
to think 20- 
minute rock songs 
are a bad idea.

thing extraordinary. Forget about news that's 
fit to print; the Evening Combinator chroni- 
cles the dream life of the city’s inhabitants — 
and, in so doing, embodies the contingent 
quality of Knipl’s entire universe. 

Other strips bring to life simple industrial- 
era artifacts that today are mute and utilitarian, 
and invite us to marvel at them. Toothpicks are 
the main attraction of a popular resort; escala- 
tors enchant certain riders who can’t get 
enough of treads and risers; and radiators, 
played by talented musicians, provide a de- 
lightful evening of entertainment. And Knipl, 
aided by the captions of an omniscient narra- 
tor, spends eight panels thinking about the his- 
tory of sanitary wrapped drinking straws. 

It is fitting that Knipl is a real-estate pho- 
tographer; his job is to confirm the reality of 
the material world for the unglimpsed capital- 
ists who want to see how their money has 
taken shape. One can’t help noting that in 
Cheap Novelties, Knip| actually snaps some 
pictures; in this second anthology, he rarely 
does. To the sympathetic reader, his idle 
camera raises the question of whether an 
image-driven culture can really improve upon 
a way of life that draws equally upon all five 
senses. With television, movies, and now 
monitors, we are a society increasingly fit for 
looking at things but not into them, with all 
the imaginative power that implies. Katchor, 
with Knipl’s help, encourages us to try on dif- 
ferent modes of perception; if we can put 
aside our utilitarianism, we can probe the 
palimpsest of historical consciousness itself. 

The characters of these stories exhibit a 
strange combination of meticulousness and 
nonchalance as they pass their hours in cafe- 
terias and movie houses, in stores and lob- 
bies, in the streets, and in reverie. We know 
that time is used, but it doesn’t feel used up; 
one doesn’t sense the urgency that seems to 
go hand in hand with time-saving technology. 
There is much yet to savor of this century, 
and its cities still contain many knipls. The 
Yiddish word is a difficult one to translate, 
but it means something like nest egg, or trea- 
sure. The ones revealed here are like water- 
marks of a world we have almost forgotten.

biggest is that it contains no musical examples 
and little discussion of the music itself. Music 
books ought to tell us something about music, 
something we couldn’t learn simply by press- 
ing PLAY on the CD player.

Dying to live

MY DROWNING, by Jim Grimsley.

HEN JIM GRIMSLEY’S first 
W novel, Winter Birds, was pub- 

lished in 1994, he was candid 
about the book’s autobiographical na- 
ture. Like the main character, Danny 
Crell, Grimsley is a hemophiliac who 
grew up in a desperately poor family in 
North Carolina, with an abusive father 


who had lost an arm in a farm accident. 


“Danny is basically me,” he said in nu- 
merous interviews. “His family is my 
family.” 

What, then, are readers to make of 
Grimsley’s new book, My Drowning, 
which is narrated by Ellen Tote, Dan- 
ny’s mother in Winter Birds? Is the 


novel — to borrow from the logistical- 


ly impossible but emotionally resonant 
title of a recent Jamaica Kincaid book 
— an autobiography of his mother? 
“Yes and no,” Grimsley says. “I re- 
lied heavily on stories that my mother 
and my aunts told me. I wrote about 
the real community where they lived.

moving are the stories involving Ellen’s 
relationships with her sister, Nora, and 
her aunts Tula and Addis; the women 
are each other’s protectors against the 
family’s men, but also, inevitably, rivals. 

Grimsley expects some critics to 
balk at his having written the book 
from a woman’s perspective, but he 
refuses to let that restrict his vision. “I 
know that the politics of the age run 
against it, but I’m not writing for poli- 
tics. If I accept someone saying that I 
shouldn’t write from a woman’s point 
of view, then sooner or later I’ll have 
to accept that I shouldn’t be writing 
from the point of view of an Italian 
person, or a straight man. My catego- 
ry will get smaller and smaller and my 
fiction will get smaller and smaller.” 

Defying categorization is nothing 
new for Grimsley. He began his career 
as a fiction writer, but when he was un- 
able at first to find a publisher for Win- 
ter Birds, he turned to playwriting. He 
won Newsday’s George Oppenheimer 
Award for best new playwright, and 
now serves as playwright-in-residence 
at Atlanta’s 7Stages Theatre. But when 
Algonquin Books finally published Win- 
ter Birds in 1994, 
Grimsley stepped 
into a new public 
identity as a novelist 
— more specifically, 
a Southern novelist. 
Virtually every re- 
view compared him 
to Dorothy Allison or 
Kaye Gibbons or 
William Faulkner. 
Next came Dream 
Boys, a novel about a 
romance between 
two teenage boys, 
which thrust Grims- 
ley into the front 
ranks of another lit- 
erary category: gay 
writers. The book 
won the American 
Library Association’s 
Gay, Lesbian, and 
Bisexual Book 
Award. 

Grimsley does not 
fight his various la- 
bels (“If people label 
me,” he says, “they 
might feel like they 
know enough about 
me to buy a book!”), 
but he views all of 
his work as one inte- 
grated project. Ev-

My Drowning is indeed a startling 
feat of the imagination. Grimsley tells 
the story from the perspective of Ellen 
as an old woman, looking back on her 
bitter, hardscrabble girlhood in the 
1940s and ’50s. The novel is driven by 
character more than plot, as Ellen re- 
counts the various allegiances. and ten- 
sions among her family members: her 
father, a barely employed logger, who 
lords over her ever-pregnant mother; 
the lecherous, crippled Uncle Cope; 
her siblings, including the severely 
handicapped Joe Robbie, Particularly.

My Drowning, for example, has no 
explicitly gay content, but Grimsley is 
sure his gayness influenced his telling 
of what is a deeply women-centered 
story. “It sounds really arrogant when 
gay men say that they understand 
women better than straight men,” he 
says. “On the other hand, I think there 
is a lot of female in me. My mother 
raised me more as a daughter than as a 
son. She even named me after her best 
girlfriend, Jimmie.” 

Grimsley recalls that in contrast to 


his younger brothers, who were never 


expected to do housework, he spent 
long hours helping his mother with 
chores. The experience is evident in the 
way he portrays Ellen’s role as a young 
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harness, pretending to repair it,” Ellen 
tackles an endless list of domestic tasks: 
gathering wood for the stove, cooking 
biscuits, changing diapers. She is an- 
gered by the inequity, but has no expec- 
tation that things will ever change. 

My Drowning is particularly obsessed 
with food. The family rarely has more 
to eat than a few biscuits dipped in 
grease, and Ellen’s hunger is palpable 
on every page. One of the novel’s most 
poignant and painful moments comes 
when, staring into the crib of her new- 
born brother Madson, she admits her 
hatred: “Most of all, I detested the 
sight of him nestled against Mama’s 
breast, mouth working on her nip- 
ple. . .. Maybe it was because his belly 
was full, and mine hardly ever was.” 

Grimsley found that focusing on the 
dire lack of food was vital to his conjur- 
ing a genuine picture of his characters’ 
lives. “There’s so many writers who 
write about poverty who have never 
lived in it,” he says, “and they end up 
making it sound idyllic: poor people are 
wise and closer to the earth and all that 
crap. Well, the truth of it is that poor 
people are hungry and cold.” 

That kind of bleak emotional real- 
ism is central to Grimsley’s work, and 
also underlies his inclusion of themes 
such as incest and sexual abuse. “It 
just has to be there if you’re going to 
tell the story of this class of people,” 
he says, “because that’s how they be- 
have. All of my aunts except for the 
youngest were abused by their father. 
And some by their brothers, too. And 
some by their cousins. I was aware 
that incest in a Southern novel is al- 
most a cliché these days, but not to 
put it in would be dishonest.” 

Grimsley’s insistence on staying true 
to his characters’ harsh lives is only part 
of his strategy. A hallmark of his work is 
the intermingling of this realism with 
more ethereal, almost religious ele- 
ments. The controversial ending of 
Dream Boys, for example, is a transcen- 
dent resurrection scene that defies con- 
ventional explanation. My Drowning, 
too, is rich with the mysterious and 
metaphysical. The book’s title comes 
from Ellen’s recurrent vision of her 
mother slipping beneath the dark water 
of the Holcomb River. As the novel pro- 
gresses, readers are left wondering if 
the remembrance is a dream or an actu- 
al memory, whether the drowning is her 
mother’s or Ellen’s own, and if the im- 
mersion is in fact a drowning or a kind 
of baptism. The drowning, Grimsley ex- 
plains, is intended to be both terrifying 
and seductive — “a dream of oblivion.” 

At the novel’s conclusion, with all of 
her siblings dead, Ellen finally makes a 
kind of peace with her haunting mem- 
ory. Grimsley says that My Drowning 
itself represents a similarly welcome 
resolution for him as a writer. “This 
novel feels like me getting finished with 
this material,” he says. “I don’t need to 
write about poor rural people in really 
hard circumstances anymore.” 

In fact, his next novel will be almost 
entirely urban in setting: the story of a 
small-town boy from Alabama who 
moves to “a city like New Orleans” and 
explores a dangerous demimonde of 
gay sex. “It’s kind of scary,” Grimsley 
admits of his new project, “because I 
could mine the old territory forever and 
come up with more books like Winter 
Birds and My Drowning.-But | wouldn’t 
feel satisfied. I want to go on.” g

cable craftsmen, their complex poetics often 
belying the simplicity of their diction. 

Hassan’s verse is the more strident, pep- 
pered with rapid-fire staccatos that build to 
hard end rhymes: “Up on the down, down on 
the beat/The funk of the slaveships become 
the sound in the street.” He enjoins black 
youth in particular — politically disenfran- 
chised, excluded from an ever narrowing pool 
of economic opportunity — to act in their 
own self-interest: “Young boys. Young boys. 
Don’t make me repeat. The worst thing/to do 
is to die/in the/Streets. . . .” 

Oyewole is looser, more lyrical, his aesthetic 
more grounded in literary tradition. He is the 
peacemaker, the ideologue. The line “My peo- 
ple let’s be together” is everywhere his implicit 
refrain — a counterweight to the divisiveness 
he deplores in much of today’s gangsta rap. 

Both poets see their comeback as a way of 
mentoring younger writers — including the 
“lost generation” of rappers they recognize as 
their prodigal offspring. “We'd listen to the 
young poets’ language just disintegrating,” 
says Hassan, a muscular former football play- 
er. “A lot of them aren’t really even gangsters, 
just middle-class young men hitting on a 
theme. We were part of a movement. We had 
people we looked up to and respected. These 
kids forget to reach back, and they lose that 
connection. People are tired of the violence, 
tired of the bullshit — they want something 
real. That’s one reason we came back.” 

Hassan knows firsthand the dangers these 
young writers face: his own recovery from 
crack addiction was a hard-won spiritual vic- 
tory. Oyewole has grappled with his own 
demons; he did a three-year stint in prison for 
“disruptive” activities that pushed the enve- 
lope of civil disobedience. Ironically, he says, 
prison “made me realize | had discounted the 
most precious gift that had been given to me.” 

Now he teaches students in creative-writing 
classes at elementary schools and high schools 
throughout New York. “The poetic voice is 
alive in this country,” says Oyewole, who 
sports a neatly trimmed salt-and-pepper 
beard. On a Mission, he insists, is one more 
teaching tool in the Last Poets’ lifelong effort 
to spread the poetic Word: “No matter what 
the conflicts or upheavals we've gone through, 
our poetry has remained true to form.” a

THE MAN BEHIND THE BOOK: LITER- 
ARY PROFILES, by Louis Auchincloss. 
Houghton Mifflin, 208 pages, $22.95. 

The essays in Louis Auchincloss’s latest 
book are much like the book itself: slim but 
well-made. In a mere 208 pages, Auchincloss 
summarizes and evaluates the careers of 23 
writers, only a few of whom any reader is 
likely to know. Names like Henry James and 
Anne Bronté float in a sea of the famous-but- 
not-read (Dumas fils, Sarah Orne Jewett) 
and those remembered only by scholars, and 
then only for a single book (Harold Frederic, 
Robert Grant). Yet he manages to turn even 
these obscure souls into knowable individuals 
— concentrating (as the title suggests) on 
their lives, but adding some trenchant judg- 
ments on their work as well. 

If most of these writers have one thing in 
common, it is their place in the world of 
wealth, fame, and high society. The essay on 
Robert Sherwood, the Algonquin wit and 
Pulitzer-winning playwright, begins, “In 
many ways Robert Emmet Sherwood had the 
happiest of lives.” Lord Bryce, author of The 
American Commonwealth, a seminal work of 
sociology about the US, is described as hav- 
ing “one of those long, sunny, healthy rich 
Victorian lives, spread over law, literature, 
travel, mountain climbing, Parliament and 
diplomacy.” Who wouldn’t want to spend a 
few pages in such amiable company? 

And Auchincloss is an authoritative, witty 
guide to their worlds, able to resurrect a 
writer’s whole career and milieu in a few 
paragraphs. Usually he remains on the sur- 
face of the life, recounting anecdotes that 
have doubtless been told at greater length in 
some scholarly biography, but always lighting 
on the most significant and interesting detail. 
When he does delve into literary criticism, 
his judgments are stated with an exhilarating 
confidence. What other essayist would write 
of a book like Anne Bronté’s The Tenant of 
Wildfell Hall that “with the ample use of a 
red pencil and without adding a single word, 
I could turn this novel into the best seller it 
was in 1848 and still should be”? So sure is 
Auchincloss’s judgment, though, that we 
hardly protest his audacity. 

In the end, the book’s brevity is the key to 
its success. In an age of swollen critical bi- 
ographies, Auchincloss offers the classical 
virtues of the belletrist: concision, taste, style.

WORDS FOR THE TAKING: 
THE HUNT FOR A PLAGIA- 
RIST, by Neal Bowers. W.W. 
Norton, 143 pages, $17. 

Neal Bowers is a poet who 
was plagiarized and fought 
back. He would like to think 
that this makes him a kind of 
Ibsenite hero, braving the cyn- 
ical indifference of his friends, 
his fellow poets, and even his 
lawyer in order to see justice 
done. He even uses an image 
for plagiarism that could have 
come straight from An Enemy 
of the People: “| argued-a 
metaphor of contagion, com- 
paring [the plagiarist] to an in- 
vasive virus.” But in fact, 
Words for the Taking makes 
Bowers look more like some- 
one out of a Gogol story: a 
small-town academic who 
grows so obsessed with a petty 
injury that his response starts 
to look like a bigger offense 
than the crime itself. 

One wants to be more on 
Bowers’s side. What bothers 
him most, after all, is the trivi- 
alizing of his injury by nearly 
everyone who hears about it. 
But the facts speak for them- 
selves. After finding two of his 
poems, initially published in Poetry, claimed 
as the work of “David Sumner” in two utter- 
ly obscure magazines, he trains his heavy 
guns on the transgressor. He hires a lawyer 
and a private detective, tries to contact the 
man’s wife and relatives, searches out the of- 
fender’s employment records, and demands 
ritual acts of retraction and repentance. 

What Bowers hopes to gain by this is not 
clear even to him, though he casts it as a nec- 
essary defense of his creativity, an “affirma- 
tion of what matters most to the poet ... an ut- 
terance against silence.” Most of his friends 


and colleagues counsel a dignified resignation, 


even some measure of pity for the frustrated 
creature who would do such a thing, but it 
neyer seems to sink in that he would come off 
looking better — and waste less time and 
money — if he took this advice. Instead, he 
has written a memoir that casts him in a far 
from flattering light, even as it provides an in- 
teresting peek into the strange world of tiny 
poetry journals with names like Howling Dog 
and The Mankato Poetry Review. 

Eventually, Bowers discovers how truly sad 
and ruined a man his plagiarist is, but by then 
the reader can hardly take pleasure in a “vic-

COMPANION TO THE COSMOS, by John 
Gribbon. Little Brown, 504 pages, $29.95. 
Cosmology — the study of the overall 

structure and evolution of the universe — 
has entered a remarkably fertile period. Ev- 
ery week, it seems, the space-based Hubble 
telescope records some unexplained mystery, 
from stars that appear older than the estimat- 
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ed age of the universe to the discovery that 
there may be 10 times more galaxies than 
previously thought. And cosmologists are 
coming up with new theories fast enough to 
match the pace of discovery. 

In Companion to the Cosmos, John Grib- 
bon provides an encyclopedic guide to the 
fascinating (and sometimes bizarre) world 
view of these scientists. As a science writer 
who has published many books on cosmolo- 
gy, he is an ideal person to pull the latest 
theories together in lucid and graceful prose. 

The method of the cosmologists, accord- 
ing to Gribbon, is simple: project the 
abstractions of quantum me- 
chanics and relativity onto the 
universe, push the theories to 
their mathematical limits, and 
then seek confirmation by ob- 
servation. Often, techniques 
such as those developed for the 
grand unified theories of parti- 
cle physics are fruitfully applied 
to seemingly unrelated cosmo- 
logical areas like the birth of 
the universe. In this way, the 
cosmologists hope to solve 
some of the oldest riddles of 
mankind: where did we come 
from? How will the universe 
die? What is life, and does it 
exist outside our solar system? 

In a lively introduction that 
provides a snapshot of the most 
exciting new theories, Gribbon 
whets the reader's appetite for 
the self-contained mini-essays 
that follow. There, he explains 
such fundamental notions of 
physics and chemistry as black 
holes, the Big Bang, and the rel- 
ativity of time. Readers can di- 
gest these entries thoroughly, 
moving from one definition to 
the next, or dip into the book to 
decode the cosmological jargon 
that has entered pop philosophy. 

A lot of the cosmologists’ 
propositions are pure speculation, of course, 
and while Gribbon acknowledges some of 
the gaping holes in cosmological theory, he 
doesn’t always go far enough in questioning 
the reliability of its claims. There is no way to 
know, for example, whether there are “alter- 
native” universes that follow different laws 
of physics, yet such universes figure promi- 
nently in certain cosmological theories. 
Nonetheless, he has written a masterful 
technical synthesis that doubles as a price- 
less guide for the interested layman.

Pic-a-pasta 


Pic-a-Pasta claims to offer “77 different ways to eat pasta,” 
which sounds ambitious for a bare-bones Brighton takeout. But 
don’t underestimate this eatery — it lives up to its mission of 
providing the ’90s answer to fast food: quickly served but still 
fresh and healthy, using only natural ingredients. 

By choosing among a myriad of noodle varieties, sauces, veg- 
etables, and meats, you can build a dish of pasta exactly to 
your liking. The pesto (extra heavy on the basil) and the 
chopped-tomato sauce (deliciously garlicky) are among the 
most delicious choices. Add-ins include carrots, zucchini, pep- 
pers, mushrooms, salami, broccoli, meatballs, shrimp, prosciut- 
to, and chicken. A small pasta with sauce costs $4, and makes 
a hearty lunch; a large costs $6 and makes a generous dinner. 
Mix-ins are 50 cents per veggie and 75 cents for meats. 

Building your dish, of course, is half the fun, but there are 
also made-to-order dishes (eggplant parmigiana, lasagna, and 
chicken marsala, to name a few) for $4.25 to $6.95, along 
with soups, subs, and salads for the creatively challenged.

The motif on Tallulah’s walls — beach and 
blue sea, yellow sky and purple clouds — is re- 
flected in the menu, which brings some 
Caribbean ingredients to ‘90s American eclecti- 
cism. The “island quesadilla” ($5.95) has 
white-meat chicken, cheese, and chopped 
green onion between two tortillas, which are 
fried and served with a banana-raisin chutney. 
The chutney sounds like a dessert topping, but 
actually provides a nice counterpoint to an oth- 
erwise plain starter. The yam fritters ($3.95) 
look a bit like big, dark-brown hush puppies, 
only with bright-orange innards. For my mon- 
ey, which in this case amounted to $6.50, the 
best interpolation of the ocean into a New 
American standby is the “shark bites,” mako- 
shark cubes rolled into a tortilla with cheese 
and pesto, then fried. What might have been a 
boring old chicken roll-up becomes very lively 
and fresh-tasting with the cubes of shark, a 
meat substantial enough to stand up to a bit of 
rolling and frying. 

A more conventional dish, the cod cakes 
($4.95), was made with plenty of potato and 
quite a bit of oil; the accompanying greens were 
dressed partly with “lobster oil,” which indeed 
had a lobstery taste, like the pungent water left 
on your plate after a big beach feed. For a salad, 
we liked the “hearts of romaine caesar salad” 
($5.95), which involved the quartered inside of 
a head of lettuce, dressed lightly and garnished 
with anchovies. 

Tallulah’s is a large room split by an elevated 
bar, behind which a bartender is almost com- 
pletely obscured by the picket fence of beer taps. 
That selection of beer is great to drink with din- 


($11.95), several generous pillows of ravioli 
with a warm, creamy pumpkin filling, all in a 
cream sauce garnished with chopped green 
onions. The jury’s still out on the couscous- 
crusted salmon ($12.95), a fat salmon fillet 
coated on top with an approximate half-inch of 
couscous, a new-cuisine wink in the direction of 
good old battered fish. Unfortunately, the top 
surface was overcooked enough so the “crust” 
had burned in spots into a smooth, dark surface; 
beneath the crust, though, the salmon was quite 
nice, and the moist couscous was a good grainy 
accompaniment. 

Come dessert, Tallulah’s again divides its alle- 
giance between the Caribbean and the mainland, 
at least in one case. That was the mango-guava 
cheesecake, with a gingery crust and side pud- 
dles of three tart and tasty sauces: raspberry, 
kiwi, papaya. We also tried the “double choco- 
late bread pudding”; I'm not sure if I quite fig- 
ured out what that second chocolate might have 
been, but it was fine as bread pudding goes. The 
chocolate-hazelnut torte, which our server de- 
scribed as “our take on pecan pie,” was to pecan 
pie what a Godiva truffle is to a Hershey bar: a 
bigger, richer gesture, with a thick fudgy layer of 
chocolate atop a bed of roasted hazelnuts. All 
desserts are $3.95. 

Service at Tallulah’s was unfailingly friendly; 
we can't help wondering whether the owner 
holds a class where servers learn to be casual yet 
attentive while wearing khaki and white. We had 
trouble only on our most recent visit, when the 
kitchen seemed caught off-guard by a surpris- 
ingly busy Tuesday night: not only was the 
salmon overcooked, but our appetizers actually 
arrived after the entrees. A serious gaffe, but the 
manager realized what was going on and insist- 
ed we order dessert on the house. It turned out 
to be the hazelnut torte, so. we went home happy 
in the end. a

70 Beach St., Boston, 426-8543. $6-$27. 
The downstairs of the famous dim sum 
restaurant, full of big round tables for 
large groups on medium-celebratory oc- 
casions. The best of an overly inclusive 
menu are the ambitious Cantonese clas- 
sics: steamed fish; lobster Chinese style; 
Imperial egg roll; roast duck; clams in 
black-bean sauce. Lavishly redecorated 
with live fish and lobster tanks, without 
losing the rococo, kitschy sense of the 
thing.
